■tatM.  Not  long  afo  The  Toronto  Globe  and 
Mail  put  forward  the  Idea  that  there  should  be 
a  fitting  celebration  oX  ti^e  compietiori  of  125 
yean  of  peace  between  ourselTee  and  our  repub- 
lican neighbors.  The  propo.sal  has  met  with  a 
favorable  response  In  the  columns  of  The  Louis- 
ville Courier- Journal.  That  important  newspaper 
agrees  with  The  Globe  and  Mail  in  laying  rm- 
ptiasis  on  tiie  fact  that  while  the  long  peace  and 
the  undefended  border  are  matters  of  common- 
place to  us,  other  natlona. might  bo  c;io;iiiy  bene- 
fited by  having  the  story  told  to  them  in  some 
effective  way.  Of  course,  the  people  of  other 
countries  are  aware,  In  a  general  way,  that 
Americans  and  Canadians  are  good  neighbors, 
hut  in  the  opinion  of  the  two  newspapers  men> 
tloned  above,  the  good  relations  between  our  two 
countries,  the  absence  of  "fortresses  of  steel  and 
eoneretr*  wnien  disfigure  the  frontlen  of  other 
countries,  and  the  peace  mentality  which  is  our 
best  security,  should  be  publicized  and  presented 
to  the  woi4tl  as  a  great  object  lesson  to  set  forth 
the  utter  folly  and  netdlessness  of  war. 

In  a  recent  Issue,  The  Globe  and  Mail  had  this 
to  say  regarding  its  proposal:  "We  on  this  conti- 
nent Imow  that  the  amicable  relations  which 
have  existed  since  the  war  of  1812-14  are  endur- 
ing, and  we  know  the  reason  .  .  .  The  story  is  old 
to  ws,  but  apparently  would  be  startllngly  novel 
to  Europe.  Is  the  effort  not  worth  all  the  entrr- 
pnse  it  would  require?"  In  the  same  spirit.  The 
LiOttisvlUe  Courier- Journal  says:  "The  peace  be- 
tween the  two  countries  has  been  harped  on.  The 
undefended  border  has  been  the  subject  of  ora- 
tory and  diplomatte  felleitations.  Hit  example 

of  two  contlKunu.s  nations  having  nO  dis- 
putes that  could  not  be  settled  amicably,  and  no 
thoughts  of  war.  has  been  held  up  to  the  people 

on  both  sides  of  the  International  line,  but  It  has 
not  been  prcsen,ted  as  a  great  object  lesson  to  the 
world:  It  has  not  been  pubUelied  to  the  full 

ex  lent  ■' 

If  tlie  proposal  sponsored  by  these  newspapers 
should  meet  with  the  favor  and  approval  of  the 
public  there  will  be  no  dlflnrultv  iii  clovi.sinR 
attractive  methods  of  celebrating  the  occasion. 
As  the  chief  purpose  Is  to  Impress  foreign  nations, 
no  doubt  radio  broadcasts  will  form  an  essential 
feature  ot  the  programme.  Since  1814  there  have, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  been  several  anxious  moments 
In  the  diplomatic  Intercourse  of  the  two  coun- 
tries. What  better  way  could  there  be  to  recom- 
mend the  idea  of  peace  and  good  will  to  all 
nations  than  by  a  series  of  radio  drama.s  .setting 
forth,  In  lively  fashion,  the  sharp  points  of  con- 
troversy and  the  way  In  which  these  points  were 
turned  aside  and  rendered  harmless.  Our  radio 
dramatist.^  have  plenty  of  historical  material  to 
go  on  with. 

The  chief  ''anxious  moments."  If  we  Include 

tha  period  of  unrrrtalnfy  In  connection  with  the 
Trei^ty  of  Ohent  Itself,  were  nine  in  number.  The 
question  of  th«  Mabie  Boundary  was  settled  hi 
1842.  The  Oregon  Dl.spu'p  was  full  of  explosive 
possibilities.  In  1844  the  Democratic  Party  de- 
cided to  run  the  Presidential  election  on  im- 
perialistic lines  and  invented  the  slogari  "Flfty- 
lour-forty  or  fight,"  but  good  sense  and  reasona- 
bleness prevailed.  The  Trent  Affair  In  1881,  was 
serious.  Indeed.  Lord  Jolin  Russell  thought  It 
desirable,  and  did  send  25,000  troops  to  Canada. 
Trouble  was  averted,  however,  owing  to  Lincoln's 
good  sense.  In  1871  the  Washington  Treaty  was 
signed.  The  period  between  the  collapse  of  the 
Southern  Confederancy  In  1865  and  the  signing 
Of  tha  Treaty  of  Washington  was  perhaps  the 
most  critical  time  In  the  whole  course  of  Cana- 
dian history.  The  Americans  had  not  forgotten 
the  Trent  affair,  nor  could  thty  forget  the  in- 
juries done  to  their  trade  and  to  the  Northern 
cause  by  the  "Alabama."  On  this  side  of  the  line 
thert  WM  strong  feeling  on  account  of  losses  due 
to  the  Fenian  Raids  Into  Canada.  The  Seal  Fish- 
eries Dispute  was  settled  with  comparative  ease 
by  arbftrallen,  as  the  Atlaatle  fUheries  (lueetion 

had  also  been  disposed  of.  The  Venezuela  Inci- 
dent in  1895  and  the  Aluka  Boundary  question 
in  Itn  wtrt  Mitled  with  but  littlt  difficulty. 

In  addition  to  the 
value  of  such  a  celebration  in  the  interest  of 
peace  everywhere,  there  Is  also  the  encourage-

overdrafts  and  guaranteed  debt  of  the  Dominion 
and  Provinces  was  $191,108,761,  which  repre- 
sented 92.60  per  capiU.  In  1936  the  total  debt 
had  reached  $7,436,415,851.  or  $673.41  per  capita. 

Canada  \s  largely  overtaxed,  and  no  one  can 
plaim  that  the  cltisens  are  receiving  full  value 
for  their  outlay.  There  is  a  shibboleth  designed 
to  make  people  content  with  their  heavy  Imposts, 
In  thai  the  claim  is  made  that  much  of  the  taxa- 
tion Is  derived  from  natural  resources.  It  Is  only 
derived  by  the  productive  ability  of  thosis  re- 
sources, and  every  dollar  of  taxation  comes  out 
of  the  pockets  of  the  people.  Commenting  on 
the  enormous  burden  that  Canadians  have  to 
bear,  The  Montreal  Gazette  says:  "The  citizen's 
tax  burden  begins  with  municipal  levies  and 
goes  on  and  grows  larger  as  those  of  the  Province 
and  the  Dominion  are  imposed  or  superimpo.sed. 
It  is  always  the  same  individual,  always  the  same 
poclcet.  and  it  is  high  tifhe  for  the  people  of  this 
country  to  realize  that  they  are  all.  Individually 
as  well  as  collectively,  bearing  this  enormous 
taxation  structure  upon  their  shoulders.  When 
that  fart  Is  realized  fully,  public  opinion  will 
become  articulate  and  Insistent,  and  when  that 
happens  the  various  borrowers  and  spenders, 
that  Is  to  .say  the  politicians,  will  be  compelled 
to  adopt  sumetiiing  more  closely  approximating 
a  buylneiillka  proeodure  and  the  individual  citi- 
zen will  obtahi  the  relief  that  hag  tma  so  long 
overdue."

OVKR-BURDBNINQ  TAXATION 


A  MBNACB  ON  THE  lU>AjM 


The  other  day  In  Ooderteh.  County  Court  Judge 

Costello  rendered  a  judgment  which  Is  In  the 
nature  of  a  precedent.  It  was  because  of  a  charge 
arising  out  of  h  <toable  fatality  en  the  .highway 
near  Clinton  last  Summer,  In  which  Mr.  W.  G. 
Shaw,  a  London  (Ontario)  man  suddenly  fainted 
at  the  wheel  of  his  motor  ear;  the  car  ran  off  the 
road,  collided  with  a  tree,  and  two  of  the  pa.sson- 
gers  were  killed.  The  evidence  developed  that 
Mr.  Shaw  was  subject  to  sriaures  which  rendered 
him  incapable  of  controlling  his  car.  He  was  sent 
to  Jail  for  a  month  for  driving  a  car  when  know- 
ing himself  to  be  subject  to  thee*  reeurrent 
attacks. 

The  moral  Is  that  the  authority  that  Issues 
driving  licences  should  exefclse  far  greater  care 

than  i.s  exercised  at  present  so  as  to  provide  safe?. 
guards  against  such  accidents.  It  is  not  enough 
by  any  means  for  the  appUcant  for  a  driving 
licence  to  say  himself,  or  herself,  that  he  or  she 
Is  in  possession  of  his  or  her  complete  physical 
faculties.  Most  people  believe  that  they  are. 
The  governing  authority  does  not  Investigate 
the  physical  condition  of  applicants  for  driving 
licences,  and  so  there  are  accidents,  and  fatal 
ones,  that  could  be  avoided.  If  there  Is  to  be 
alleviation  of  the  menace  to  public  safety  on  the 
roads.  It  is  obvious  that  there  must  be  stricter 
investigation  of  the  capacity  of  drivers  than 
there  is  at  present.  The  Ooderlch  JudRment 
illustrates  this,  and  it  should  lead  to  amend- 
ments to  provincial  laws  governing  pubUe  safety. 


EAVESDROPPING 


An  annier;t  law.  dealing  with  eavesdropping, 
was  invoked  lu  Lntiiand  recently.  It  dates  back 
to  1360  and  comes  within  the  terms  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Peace  Act.  Wharton's  Law  Lexicon  defines 
eavp.sdroppers  as  those  persons  who  listen  under 
wails  and  windows,  or  the  eaves  of  a  house;  to 
hearken  after  di.scour.se.  and  thereupon  to  frame 
slanderous  and  mischievous  tales.''  In  the  olden> 
days  such  were  punishable  by  fine  and  finding 
sureties  for  good  behaviour. 

The  law  in  England  regards  eavesdropping  as 
an  offence  against  good  manners.  Even  when  it 
has  no  ulterior  motive,  such  as  the  spreading  of 
slanderous  tales,  it  is  described  by  The  London 
Times  as  a  "horrid  thing  to  do— merely  sneaking, 
for  all  its  ancient  and  high-sounding  name."  It 
has  now  been  made  plain  as  a  pikestafT  that, 
according  to  English  law,  eavesdropping  is  an 
offence,  and  it  is  made  clear  what  the  practice  is. 
The  Times  says;  "In  order  to  eavesdrop  a  man 
must  be  out'  bf  doors.  He  must  be  within  the 
eavesdrop,  or  eavesdrip— the  space  of  ground 
which  is  liable  to  receive  the  rainwater  thrown 
off  by  the  eaves  of  a  building;  and  It  must  be 
a  comfort  to  any  confirmed  eavesdropper  that 
nowadays  ittirly  every  eaves  has  <not  'have'— 
eaves  is  a  singular  noun)  a  gutter  under  it  to 
keep  him  dry.  For  all  that  his  lot  is  not  a  happy 
One;  and  now  that  the  law  has  begun  again  to 
drop  upon  eavesdropping  most  eavesdroppers 
may  be  expected  to  drop  it."

Prom  1904- 
1905  to  1936-1936  the  per  capita  governmental  ex- 
penditure in  Canada,  on  current  account,  in- 
creased ten  times,  during  a  period  when  the 
population  was  not  quite  doubled.  As  well  as  the 
per  capita  increase  in  governmental  outlays  j 
there  has  been  a  rise  in  borrowings,  or  capital  I 
expenditure.  The  debt  charges  on  borrowings  in  { 
1904-1906  repreeeoted  SI  per  cent  of  total  current  i 
expenditure;  In  UM-UM  tlMf  itprtMnted  nearly 
32  per  cent. 

Expenditures  on  social  services  have  risen 
sharply.  In  1M4  they  were  4J7  par  eent  of  'the 
total  current  expenditures  of  Oovernments:  in 
1936  they  were  up  to  19.32  per  cetit.

who  will  even  stop  lor  a  few  sec- 
onds if  neoeissty.  Per  the  other 
kind  a  few  proeeeutlons.  either  by 
the  p<>Iice  or  bv  private  citlsens, 
might  have  a  saiutory  effect.

Sir,— There  is  a  myth  which  has 
had  such  wide  dreulatlan  ae  to  have 

become  almost  accredited  as  a  fact, 
l  e .  that  in  tiw  early  days  the  late 
Chief  Justice  Matthew  BaiUle  Beg- 
bie  had  on  some  occasion  caused  a 
condemned  murderer  to  be  hanged 
upon  a  nearby  tree.  There  ia  no 
truth  whatever,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  learn,  in  such  a  yam, 
but  perhaps  It  may  have  .«iprung 
from  a  passage  contained  in  a  letter 
of  May  28.  1863,  from  Chief  Justice 
Begbie  to  the  Oovemor-  of,  the 
Colony  (a  copy  of  which  I  have 
found  among  the  pa;>r>rs  of  my  late 
father.  Sir  Henry  Crease>.  In  the 
letter  is  discussed  the  form  of  the 

COmmls.«lon  to  be  i.ssued  by  the 
Governor  authorizing  the  holding 
of  a  Court  of  o>er  and  Tbrmlner 
and  General  Gaol  Delivery  or  as 
it  is  commonly  called  the  "Assises." 
The  form  theretofore  in  use  as  pre- 
sumably approved  by  Attorney- 
General  Gary  had  been  qltlebwd 
as  conferring  too  wide  powers  UPOn 
the  Judge  of  Assize. 

Sir  Matthew  Begbie  (as  he  after- 
wards became)  .stressrd  the  need 
In  cases  in  the  Up|jcr  Country  for 
speedy  execution  of  condemned 
murderers  because  of  the  great  dif- 
ficulty of  preventing  their  escape 
from  the  very  niadequsTe  pi.ic-^-.s  of 
incarceration  avaiiable  for  crim- 
inals. 

The  passsges  referred  to  read  as 

follows; 

"At  the  latest  interview  to  which 

T  was  admitted  with  the  Minister 
•  probably  referring  to  the  Duke  of 
Newcastle,  Her  Ma)esty%  principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonlf»s», 
before  leaving  England.  I  was  in- 
formed )n  so  many  words  that  they 
wanted  to  send  out  a  man  who 
would  not  hesltete  to  tie  a  crim- 
inal under  a  tre<»  and  hang  him  up 
to  a  branch  of  it,  and  that  I  was 
expected  not  to  heeitate  to  do  so. 

"I  believe  that  I  shall  always  be 
found  ready  to  act  up  to  such 
instructions  provided  that  I  am 
legally  authorized  to  do  SO,  but  it 
does  not  appear  to  be  asking  too 
much  that  my  authority  sheuM  be 
qriite  clear."

Dr.  F  M  Bryant,  physician  and 
surgeon,  said  last  night  there  was  an 
alMfenoe  of  that  fedlhg  of  lyeurity 
tliat  made  for  a  bappr  Md  oen- 
tented  people.

BikGAN  AT  SEATTLE 

Dr.  Bryanti  tour  began  at  Seattle 

and  from  there,  with  Mrs.  Bryant, 
he  traversed  a  section  of  the  Co- 
lumbia Highway  to  The  Dalles, 
through  Oiregoa  to  California.  In 
Nevada  they  visited  Reno  and  Las 
Vegas,  where  legalized  gambling  || 
one  of  the  chief  industries.  While 
in  Nevada,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bryant  had 
a  unique  experience  at  traveling 
through  snow  at  an  elevation  of 
16.000  feet  and  then  into  Death  s 
Valley,  where  the  temperature  was 
105  dsgreas.  hi  ena  aftanioaa. 

Arizona  was  a  bleak  state,  except 
where  irrigation  had  made  the  soil 
producUve.  QuanUtlas  of  ettrus 
fruits  and  lettuce  were  grown.  After 
leaving  Ariaona.  they  toured  through 
New  Mexico  and  then  went  on  to 
Texas  and  visited  the  famqua  Carls- 
bad Oaveo,  and  had  hmChaoB  tat  a 
huge  chamt>er  750  feet  below  ground 
level  He  described  the  formation  of 
rock£  as  "magnificent."  He  recalled 
an  Impressive  aoena  far  down  in  the 
earth  wbaa  the  hymn  "Rook  of 
Ages"  was  «ung  In  tiie  darkness  of 
the  cavern.  The  next  stop  was  ai 
Fort  Worth  and  then  on  to  Galves- 
ton, wliidi  Is  reoovering  from  the 
damage  from  the  tidal  wave.  Hous- 
ton Is  th.  third  largest  port  in  the 
United  SUtee.  Dr.  Bryant  aaid  It 
was  an  inland  city  aarvad  bf  a  eanal 
from  the  Oulf. 

ALONG  THC  OULF 

After  touring  a  part  ef  the  Oulf. 

they  visited  th.  very  interesting  and 
historic  city  of  New  Orleans.  Eh*. 
Bryant  mentioned  the  great  water 
purification  works  which  ttirn  the 
muddy  water  of  the  ICIasisslppi  into 
the  reputed  purest  water  in  the 
whole  of  the  United  SUtes.  New 
Orleana  pianpa  tta  water  in  and  its 
sewage  out  Leaving  New  Orleans. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Bryant  toured  through 
Mississippi.  Alabama  and  then  on 
to  Florida,  down  tlie  West  Coast  of 
Florida  aiM  through  the  evorgladoa 
which  they  found  dL-uippolnting 
The  doctor  said  they  were  more  like 
huge  swamps.  The  only  Interesting 
part  of  the  journey  was  tiie  habita- 
tions or  the  Seminole  Indians,  who 
lived  In  Kra,<;s-thatched  huts  with 
the  floors  ralaed  several  feet  off  the 
ground  because  of  the  dangers  from 
dampnes.^  and  the  snakes 

THE  URANO  CANYON 
other  points  ef  interest  visited 
wore  the  Orand  Canyon  of  world- 
famous  coipred  rocks,  gigantic 
depths  and  ihe  ewer-present  feeling 
of  the  greatness  of  nature;  the 
Boulder  Dam  which  offered  a  con- 
trast to  nature  and  gave  some  idea 
of  the  science  of  man;  Orand  Coulee 
Dam  with  Its  mighty  lufClnea  and 
giant  pipe  llne.s.  and  Miami,  the 
Winter  playground  of  Uie  contment. 

While  away  Dr.  Bryant  attended 
a  number  of  medical  convent ion^ 
and  also  several  important  cUnics 
at  Detroit.  Roehesterl  and  other 
cifi-s  on  the  route  of  tour.

while  it  is  within  easy  access  of  the  most 
diTertflled  cruislnB  tfea  In  the  world- 
quiet  water  and  protected  bays  on  tlie  one 
hand,  on  the  other  the  freedom  ol  the  Pa- 
ctfle.  wltti  all  the  greatest  of  oceans  is  In 

the  habit  of  presentlni;  In  rombmatidus  of 
wind  and  water  to  trouble  men  and  their 
little  craft. 

When  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  club's  life  on  Cadboro  Bay  was  cele- 
brated la&t  month,  the  Vlrtor!a  Yacht  Club 
was  }ust  forty-six  jraan  of  age  as  an  or- 
uani/ation  As  a  youngster  I  remember 
ilie  amalgamation  of  the  yachtsmen,  who 
used  to  foregather  oeeasl^ally  fit  Dan 
Mrlntosh's  boathoiisr.  with  the  Canoe 
;:iub.  a  thriving  body  with  a  picturesque- 
looking  uttla  waterfront  home  of  its  own 
alongside  Jones'  boat-building  plant  close 
by.

The  Canoe  Club  building  became  the  f\r-,t. 
home  of  the  Victoria  Yacht  Club,  whethfur 
-^TftOUSHeM  ntd  anything  to  do 
not,  and  the  sport  began  to  flourish  here- 
abouts from  that  time,  craft  of  various  de- 
signs and  rigs  came  t6  ^  familiar  slghu 
in  loi  ,ii  waters,  and  some  keen-sailing 
>aclii.smen  subsequently  developed.

bi  fore  Victoria  yachtsmen  grew  ambitious 
enough  to  think  of  an  Organized  club, 
sailing  races  were  stagM  as  features  of 
hoUdav  entertainment  The  first  sailboat 
racing  contests  in  Northwest  waters  were 
contested  off  the  mouth  of  Victoria  Har- 


bor. Boats  were  few  then,  the  outside  en- 
tries coming  mainly  from  Port  Town.send 
and  Belllngham  Bay  towns  You  probably 
wouldn't  call  the  ma)orlty  of  the  craft 
cornpeiriiB:  yachts  but  from  bnat -racing 
stories  heard  from  the  lips  of  old-timers 
in  the  Ninettes,  the  conteets  were  exciting 
^nd  tlie  rrewR  colorful  enough  in  those 
good  oid  days.  Classification  of  craft  was 
nccasMri^  none  too  cloke.  but  a  little 
thing  like  that  did  not  rrab  the  style  of 
the  amateurs  or  hamper  any  desire  for 
winning.  Those  other  day  races  aenred,  as 
well,  to  .start  and  maintain  a  sort  of  fra- 
ternal spirit  between  amatmr  sailors  on 
botA  sides  of  the  intemattaoal  boundary 
Ifne.  a  spirit  which  is  now  taken  for 
granted  by  yachtsmen  of  clubs  affiliated 
with  the  Pacific  International  Yacht  Rac- 


Even  In  yachting,  love  of  the  sea  water 
and  its  sailing  craft  grows  by  ^hat  it  feeds 
on-  Inevitably— racing  and  cruising.  It 
wa  n  t  long  after  the  Victoria  yachtsmen 
amalgamated  with  local  eanoemen  that  a 
more  yachty  type  of  boat  came  into  the 


picture  Becoming  yaeht-consclou.s.  the 
enthusiasts  also  became  ambit iou.s  for 
craft  of  symmetrical  lines  and  M;icnun- 
cally- figured  sails.  Designs  of  interna- 
tionally-known .sailboats  were  seriired,  and 
b<  at  builders  wrought  from  them,  or  maybe 
the  amateur  sailor  became  an  amateur 
builder  In  his  own  backyard  A  number 
took  the  water  by  the  latter  route  One  of 
the  first  early  boats  I  remember  belonged 
to  Ben  Williams  Ff)r  .some  yr.ir.^  before 
he  got  to  own  her,  the  boat  had  been  com- 
ing from  Belllngham  Bay  and  had  won  a 
number  of  contests  Sailed  by 'her  fl.sher- 
man  owner,  the  boat  was  Just  a  shell  then, 
I  am  told:  ^ut  after  Williams  acquired 
her  he  had  the  craft  ti.msformed  to  a  lit- 
tle yaw  I -rigged  vessel  with  comfortable 
cabin  arcommodatlon.  Named  the  Nancy, 
she  was  long  and  narrow  and  retained  a 
good  .share  of  her  old  spred  parllfipaM:  ;

Groups  of  two 
or  three  prospecUve  brides  take  it  in  turn 
to  live  for  a  week  in  a  two-roomed  fiat, 
built  within  tha  school  grounds,  fur- 
nished entirely  at  a  cost  of  $50,  the  sub- 
sidy the  sUte  granU  to  young  couples 
about  to  marry.  In  this  week  the  girls 
do  their  own  shopping,  cooking  and 
housework. 

Besides  the  hou.se-ln-order-dlnner- 
ready-sltppers-warm  aspect  of  married 
life,  there  is  a  full  course  in  the  care  ol 
babies  and  growing  children  in  the  home 
treatment  of  small  ailments  and  family 
hygiene.

to  a  Budget  of  $5,000,000,000,  he  said.  The 
contrast  with  Uie  past  was  suggermg. 
In  1880  Lord  Randolph  Churchiil,  a 
Chancellor  ol  tlie  E-xchequer  •  wlio  never 
brougiit  in  a  tiuitget,  resigxied  ilie  olhce 
because  the  defence  services  asked  for 
165.000,000. 

Incidentally.  Sir  John  scored  at  the 
€\^Lii&e  ol  tne  Labor  I'arty,  liom  wnuse 
lynches  a  good  deal  of  interruption  had 
come,  by  telling  his  opponenUs  that  the 
bucialisl  system  was  one  in  wiiich  ,tliere 
were  no  rich  men,  and  the  Whole  revienua 
was  not  by  taxiiiR  the  rich. 

Even  the  Labor  side  oX  tlie  House  rang 
with  laughter. 

Control  of  Coal 

THE  Coal  Bill,  the  principal  feature 
of  which  is  the  acquisition  by  the 
State  of  the  coal  royalties  and,  with  this, 
vulual  titate  ownership  of  all  Coal  de- 
posits in  Great  Britain,  haa  had  a  rough 
passage  in  committee  in  ttut^-^^use  of 

Lords. 

Amendments  have  been  proposed  in 

the  teeth  of  GovcrnmenL  ubjcilion,  and 
there  was  even  a  suggestion  winch  would 
have  taken  out  the  prhiclpar  clause  and 
made  the  measure  u.scle.ss.  Tlie  view 
prevailed,  however,  that  at  thu  stage  in 
the  International  aituation  the  Govern- 
ment must  not  tind  Itself  in  conflict  with 
Uie  House  ol  Lords. 

As  It  was  tli^Uovernment  suffered  sev- 
eral minor  defeats.  It  is  a  good  -  many 
years  since  the  peers  divided  on  a  (Jov- 
erument  measure.  Time  was  when  • 
Whether  they  did  so  or  not  depended  on 
tiie  political  complexion  of  the  Oovern- 
nient  m  power.  The  Upper  House  seemed 
in  those  dayi  to  exist  for  the  purpose  of 
ratifyliiK  Conservative  legislation  and  ob- 
structing Liberal  reforms. 

The  very  last  speech  of  the  great  Olad- 

stone,  delivered  in  1894,  was  a  bit,ter  at- 
tack on  tht  House  of  Lords  for  rejecting 
Liberal  le((lslation.  The  issue  between 
the  (iected  representatives  of  tlie  people 
and  the  herrdit.ary  assembly,  he.  said 
prophetically,  must  go  forward  to  an 
issue. 

It  was  not  until  seventeen  years  later, 
however,  tliat  the  Lords  lost  their  power 
9f  abeolate  veto. 

The  Commons  will  replace  such  pro- 
Visions  of  the  Coal  Bill  as  they  see  nt  and 
the  Lords  will,  in  the  end,  pass  the  meas- 
ure in  the  form  dettred  by  the  Oovtm- 
ment.

(  (  T  HAVE  no  he&itotion  in  saying  that 
X' m  the  Air  Force  as  it  stands  today 
the  country  has  a  defence  of  which  any 
country  might  be  proud-^and  I  think  if 
It  were  put  to  the  teat  tomorrow,  with 
whatever  deficiencies  there  may  be.  It 
would  prove  to  be  one  of  the  most  formid- 
able fighting  machines  in  the  world  .

Crippen  Murder  Ciit 

rn  Orlppan  murder  ease,  one  of  the 
most  famou.s  murder  ca.<;es  witliln 
hving  memory,  has  twice  been  recalled 
during  the  last  few  days.   It  Is  famous, 

not  only  because  Dr  Crippen  almost  ac- 
complished the  "perfect  murder,"  but  also 
because  he  was  the  first  murderer  whose 

arrest  was  efTected  by  the  use  of  wtreless 
telegraphy.    This  was  in  1910. 

Dr.  Crippen  kUled  his  wife.  Belle  El- 
rriore,  for  love  of  a  young  woman,  Ethel 
Ic  Neve.  The  girl  was  not  privy  to  the 
crime.  Crippen  buried  the  body  under  the 
hearthstone  of  his  house  In  London.  For 
some  time  the  murder  was  not  suspected, 
but  eventually  the  police  made  inquiries 
and  he  fled  to  Canada,  taking  Ethel  )e 
Neve  with  him  disguised  as  a  youth.  This, 
In  fact,  was  his  fatal  error.  The  police 
now  began  to  look  for  evidtnee-in  earnest 
•—and  found  it 

The  sex  of  Crippen's  companion  became 
known  to  the  captain  of  the  steamer  on 
which  they  were  traveling,  and  Scotland 
Yard  was  notified  by  wirele.ss  Crippen 
may  have  heard,  all  unknowing,  Uie 
crackling  from  the  aerial  which  doomed 
him  to  the  gallows.

Mr.  Chamberlain  was 
replying  to  a  long  and  powerful  indict- 
ment made  by  Mr.  Hugh  Dalton,  one  of 
the  ablest  of  the  Labor  leaders^  In  the 
c  e  rse  of  the  mo.si  brilliant  .speech  tlie 
Opposition  caicf  has  ever  made  in  the 
House  of  Commons. 

The  Prune  Minister's  a.s.surance8  were 
needed,  for  Mr.  Dalton  had  marshaled  a 
great  number  of  di.>tuibing  cliargeti 
against  the  Air  Ministry  with  an  effect 
on  the  opinion  of  the  House  which  was  . 
clearly  disturbing. 

Mr.  Dalton  was  moving  a  Labor  resolu- 
tion calling  for  an  independent  inquiry 
into  military  aviation  on,  the  lines  of  the 
recent  inquiry  mto  civil  aviation  which 
had  produced  the  Cadman  report. 

He  quoted  flRures  of  German  produc- 
tion and  contrasted  them  with  tiritam's 
puny  and  miserable  output."  Our  exist- 
ing plans,  he  dec  lared,  were  inferior  to 
both  German  and  Italian  machines. 

"Why  can  t  we  produce  the  goods.' '  and 
called  for  a  complete  reorganization  of 

production  tor  the  armed  for^  under  a 

Ministry  of  Supply. 

Mr.  Chamberlam  rejected  the  request 
for  an  hiqulry  on  the  ground  that  tfie

Surely  this  is  a  time  when  ministers 
should  rise  to  the  level  of  events  and  give 
more  defence  protection  and  service  to 
the  nation  which  has  trusted  them  so 
long." 

FiRures  Illustrating  the  extraordinary 
complexity  of  the  modern  flghting  air- 
planes were  adduced  by  Mr.  Chamberlain 
itt'  the  course  of  hi.s  reply  in  the  House 
to  the  strictures  of  the  Labor  Party  on 
the  sUte  of  the  ahr  defences.

Sir  Kingsley  VVood,  siiuuld  be  given 
a  chance  without  being  called  upon  to 
defend  the  work  of  his  predecessors. 

Opinions  dilTer.  however,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  setting  up  a  Ministry  of  Supply. 
Leading  Clovernmertt  newspapers  are  not 
convinced  by  the  Premier's  argument 
against  one,  and  there  is  a  section  of  the 
Conservative  Party  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, led  by  Mr  Winston  Churchill  Which 
refuses  to  let  the  matter  rest. 

Following  Mr.  Chamberlain,  Mr. 

Churchill  a.sserted  that  the  Air  Ministry 
and  the  War  omce  were  absolutely  In- 
competent to  supply  the  great  flow  of 
weapons  now  required  from  British  In- 
dustry. 

"I  assert,  secondly. '  he  continued,  "that 
Britltfi  industry  Is  entirely  capable  of 
producing  an  overwhelming  respon.se 
both  in  respect  of  the  air  and  of  xnilitary 
material  of  aU  kinds.

Another  argument  prevailed  when  yacht- 
ing had  got  away  to  a  good  start  in  the 
Nineties  Some  bright  indlxidual,vWhether 
on  purpose  or  Just  for  something  to  say, 
started  a  little  controversy  when  he  sug- 
gested in  the  papers  that  yachUmen  were 
Just  "fresh^water  sailors."  could  never  get 
the  best  out  of  a  boat,  and  was  sure  a 
yacht  sailed  by  men  picked  from  sealers* 
crews  would  show  them  up.  Captain  Col- 
lins, who  owned  .some  sealing  schooners, 
was  evidently  flattered  by  the  suggestion, 
for  he  built  a  yacht  himself,  called  her  the 
Jubilee,  and  manned  her  with  men  Who 
could  "haul  aft  the  main  sheet  '  or  .steer  a 
schooner  through  the' eye  of  a  needle  if  it 
was  big  enough.  The  Joke  was  on  Skip- 
per Collins  The  Jubilee  never  Won  a  race 
until  Mrs.  Collins  took  her  out  with  a  creW 
she  picked  herself .  Later,  when  the  Jubi- 
lee became  the  property  of  a  group  of 
yachtsmen,  she  did  very  well  indeed. 

Several  boats  were  also  designed  by  local 
yachtsmen,  built  here,  and  helped  to  make 
Northwest  yachtUig  history.  One  of  the 
knreUest  Uttle  yachting  creaUons  ever  to 
float  on  any  bay  was  the  DJone,  designed

Chaplin  was  found  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter. He  did  not  deny  that  4m  had 
I'illed  Ca.sscrhy.  but  .sworc  that  It  h:id 
h.ippcned  in  the  cour.sc  of  a  struggle  in 
w  hich  he  had  engaged  to  prevent  Casserley 
from  shooting  him  He  was  sent  to  penal 
servitude  for  twelve  years.  '  You  killed  that 
'  man  and  you  killed  him  brutally,"  said 
the  judge. 

Mrs.  Casserley  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  homicide,  but  she  did  mislead  the 

police  in  an  attemi)t  to  protect  Chaplin. 
Immediately  after  his  trial  she  was  placed 
In  the  dock  and  charged  with  "misprision 
of  a  felony.  "  an  ofTence  under  an  archaic 
law  which  has  never  been  invoked  since 
18M,  and.  as  the  judge  pointed  out  at  that 
time,  had  even  then  "long  fallen  into  dis- 
use." She  pleaded  guilty. 

Mr.  Justice  Humphreys  wasted  no  sym 
pathy  on  her.  Imposing  a  sentence  which 
meant  that  she  was  immediately  set  at 


HCerly.  he  said  it  was  not  her  frailty  that- 
made  him  hesitate  about  sending  her  to 

pri.son. 

"Your  case  has  aroused  the  most  ridic- 
ulous nonsense.  A  great  many  people,  not 
excluding  some  newspapers,  have  treated 
you  as  though  you  were  a  sort  of  heroine," 
he  said.  "You  were  a  participator  in  a 
sordid  intrigue." 

The  crowd  outside  booed  and  jeered  Mrs. 
Casserley  as  she  Ml  the  court.  She  now 
wants  to  marry  Chaplin,  to  give  his  name 
to  her  child,  and  is  petitioning  the  Home 
Secretary  U)  pcinut  this.

this  country  it  Is  not  uiui.sual  for 
provision  to  be  made  for  those  older  em- 
ployees who  are  cut  adrlftwnd  who  have 
liitic  chance  of  obiamnig  work  elsewhere. 

This  has  lately  been  done  on  a  very 
generous  scale  by  Maclie  &  Sons.  Ltd  ,  an 
old-established  sugar  refbthig  company  in 
Liverpool  which  has  now  been  absorbed 
by  another  concern. 

Employees  over  flfty  yiears  of  age  are 
to  be  given  substantial  pen.sions  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives  and  ail  others  pensions 
graded  according  to  length  of  service.  In 
addition,  men  under  flfty  years  of  age 
who  have  ten  or  more  years  service  will 
recelvis  sum  compensation  at  a  cost  of 
$75,000  or  $100,000. 

The  total  amount  to  he  distributed 
among  the  employees  is  estimated  at 
$800,000.

^-^HE  sciences,  like  every  thing;  else,  re- 
I  >iLiire  a  suitable  environment  lor 
their  development.  B«eh  hM  to 
Walt  the  appointed  time  when  the  clr- 
cumstances  of  hiunan  life  direct  men's 
attention  to  It  with  peealUr  forea  or  whep 
opportunities  for  Its  study  are  made  by 
•peclal  clrcunuttances.  Thu3  Sir  Isaac 
Newton'e  eontrlbtttlone  art  related  to  ttio 
inquiring  mind  of  thr  seventeenth 
century.  '  Uapplly,"  It  has  been  said,  "tbt 
cpliit  of  the  age  In  which  hl«  lot  was  east 
Kave  the  right  direction  to  his  mind,  and 
his  mind  reacted  with  tenfold  force  on  the 
spirit  of  the  age."  It  was  a  time  when 
men  were  observing  and  experimenting  to 
a  greater  degree  than  ever  before.  The 
work  of  exploration  in  the  East  and  West 
had  many  results,  among  which  was  the 
opening  up  to  European  students  of  the 
strange  plants  and  animals  of  the  new 
countries.  This  gave  a  great  impetus  to 
Ihe  new  sciences  of  botany  and  zoology 
and  to  the  clatuiifications  associated  with 
the  names  of  Ray  and  Tovmafort  In  ttM 
■seventeenth  century  and  TJnnif  TM  In  tho 
eighteenth.  The  work  of  Faraday  and  the 
increasingly  ■  numerous  body  of  chemical 
and  physical  experimenters  and  discov- 
erers was  quicken^  by  the  demands  of 
the  Industrial  age  as  well  as  by  Its  oppor> 
t  Dili  ties.  Geology  was  no  le.s.s  afTected  by 
the  new  activities  and  the  "father  of  Eng- 
lish geology"  prosecuted  his  studies  along 
the  excavations  for  the  new  canals  that 
were  springing  up  to  meet  indutlrlAl  and 
commercial  requirements  in  the  latter 

part,  of  the  f <gh^.^pth  y;fn^.^iry  Qi  awnnng 
the  borings  for  tunnels  through  which 
they  were  to  pass.  In  the  year  1793  when 
surveylnf  and  le?eUi<g  for  a  new  canal  he 
tested  a  theory  he  had  conceived  concern- 
ing the  stratified  rocks  of  the  district.  The 
Strata  of  coal  above  the  canal  were  not 
laid  horizontally,  but  Inclined  to  the  east. 
They  would  thus  outcrop  in  succession, 
resembling  In  his  homely  phrase,  on  a 
large  scale  the  ordinary  appearance  of 
superposed  slices  of  kyead  and  butter, 
This  Is  precisely  what  he  found.  From  this 
beginning  he  proceeded  in  du^  course  and 
after  many  further  years  of  observation 
and  study  to  the  drawing  of  the  first 
geological  map  of  England  and  Wales 
with  part  of  Scotland  which  hangs  today 
in  the  entrance-hall  of  Gallery  XI  of  the 
Geological  Department  of  the  British 
Museum.  Geology  ha.s  always  owed  much 
to  artificial  cutting  for  canals,  railways, 
highways  and  quarries.  The  rocks  In  thaw 
are  not  only  fresher  as  a  rule,  but  are 
also  generally  more  accessible  than  the 
natural  sections  along  cliffs,  hillsides, 
gorges  and  the  banks  of  rivers  Hu>;h 
Miller  is  not  the  only  geologist  who  began 
In  a  quarry  and  from  an  Incident  related 
at  the  last  British  Association  meeting  hi 
Canada  it  appears  that  an  English  geol- 
ogist had  at  that  time  been  studying  the 
fo&sll  remains  cf  one  of  these  openings  in 
the  earth's  superficial  crust  for  twenty 
years  or  so  and  was  still  busy. 

On  Highland  Highway 

ALL  this  is  by  way  of  Introduction  to  a 
little  journey  my  friend  Ounson  and 
I  made  the  other  day.  He  suggested  our 
going  to  see  the  new  rock-cuttings  on  the 
Island  Highway  Just  south  of  the  Shaw-» 
nigan  Lake  cut-off.  Now  the  news  of 
a  fresh  exposure  of  rock  to  the  most 
amateurish  of  geologists  is  like  tlie  scent 
of  the  fox  to  a  hound.  It  Is  a  new  page 
in  the  earth-book;  who  can  (ell  what  may 
be  written  on  it?  So  off  we  go  on  our 
quest.  Even  the  dullest  landscape  Is  lit 
up  by  the  pro.spect  of  .something  new  on 
the  horizon,  but  on  this  Summer  day  no 
extraneous  adornment  is  neecssary;  the 
countryside  is  at  its  best,  and  n^  least 
along  the  wooded  gorge  of  the!  lower  Gold- 
stream.  In  due  time  we  comjB  in  sight  of 
the  wxfiomtttu  it«  seek.  The  gradii  alofi» 


upwards  and  on  each  side  is  the  fresh 
rock,  but  especially  on  the  left,  where  it 
forms  great  fveciplces  departing  slightly 

from  the  perpendicular  We  .soon  find  on 
leaving  the  car  and  proceeding  on  foot 
that  these  higher  walls  are  also  the  more 
interesting  Since  we  entered  the  Golrl- 
stream  Valley  we  liave  passed  successive- 
ly over  two  belts  of  rocks;  the  llrst,  the 
Leech  River  .slaty  schists  of  supposedly 
carboniferous  age  and  the  oldest  of  our 
VaneOttver  Island  rocks;  the  second,  the 
Malahat  volcanics  consistiiig  of  altered 
lavas  and  ashes,  laid  down  on  the  Leecn 
River  series,  but  new  closely  folded  with 
them,  so  that  both  have  a  steep  pitch 
approximating  the  vertical.  Now  we  have 
Come  to  a  body  of  igneous  rock  which  at  a 
later  period  intruded  all  the  older  rocks, 
rising  up  in  a  molten  form,  but  not  reach- 
ing the  surface  as  a  lava.  This  rock,  be- 
cause it  cooled  slowly  under  cover,  took 
on  a  coarsely  crystalline  form  in  which  the 
two  chief  minerals,  felspar  and  horn- 
blende, are  easily  distinguished  with  the 
naked  eye  and  which  Is  known  as  diorite. 
In  the  walls  of  our  cutting,  however,  the 
dlmrlte  Is  not  by  any  means  everyirtiere 
easily  seen. 

What  the  eye  perceives  is  chiefly  the 
results  of  great  movement!  of  the  crust 
by  whirh  the  rock  has  been  fractured  and 
crushed.  Where  huge  blocks  have  slipped 
against  each  other  along  fractures  the 
surfaces  are  marked  by  "slickensides," 
where  the  rock  is  polished  and  grooved. 
Slickensides  bear  In  some  places  a 
resemUance  to  the  effects  of  glaciaj  ice, 
but  no  mistake  is  likely  to  be  made  by 
anyone  who  has  compared  the  two.  As 
wfc  look  closely  at  the  surfaces  of  the  rocks 
on  the  left  we  notice  two  or  three  things. 
The  slickensides  do  not  all  run  in  one 
general  direction.  Hie  principal  ones 
have  a  course  somewhat  north  and  .south, 
but  there  are  others  of  significant  size 
that  run  at  a  e<mslderable  angle  to  this; 
and  in  addition  to  these  nearly  vertical 
slickensides,  but  there  are  others  almost 
horliontal.  It  Is  evident  that  we  are  In 
the  presence  of  the  effects  of  a  variety  of 
movements.  In  some  places  the  siiclcen- 
sides  are  quite  fresh-lool^g.  or  as  If  var- 
nished, for  It  Is  not  the  furface  of  the 
bedrock  we  are  looking  at,  but  a  coating 
of  mineral  matter,  often  quartz  and 
chlorite  which  has  been  deposited  In  the 
oriRinal  fracture  and  has  itself  been 
striated.  Generally  the  faces  which  have 
been  so  violently  rubbed  together  are 
covered  with  an  earthy  deposit  from  the 
breakdown  of  such  fillings.  The  most 
conspicuous  sUckenslde  Is  a  few  feet  above 
the  road  on  the  west  and  shows  rib-like 
markings,  the  reverse,  of  course,  of  what 
we  find  In  lo^-frooved  rocks.  The  com- 
plete ab.sence  of  ihe  curves  and  under- 
cuttings  and  scratches  we  find  a  glacial 
work  and  particularly  the  manneir  in 
which  the  slickensides  continually  disap- 
pear under  and  behind  whenever  the  two 
walls  are  still  in  contact  are  also  well 
Illustrated.  In  glacially  marked  rocks  the 
groovings  and  striations  disappear  only 
with  the  teraunation  of  the  ruck  in  space 
or  under  a  cover  of  later  deposition,  so 
that  their  purely  external  c^aracter  la 
evident.  ' 
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cens,  literally  the  stem-producing  mitrr* 
wort,  but  what  is  evidently  meant  to  be 

said  is  that  the  stem  produces  leaves,  for 
llus  lii  Its  chief  distinction  from  oilier 
species.  The  basal  leaves  are  broader  anC 
more  heart-shaped  than  In  the  smaller 
species  4ud  the  leaves  on  the  flower  stem, 
from^iiwllo  three,  are  distinctly  divided 
into  three  or  five  lobes  The  petals  of  the 
flowers  are,  as  I  have  said,  pinnate,  that 
Is  to  say.  they  have  appparently  only  a 
rib  and  ribletS;'Or  they  may  be  likened  to 
tiny  ferns  with  the  pinnae  or  leaflet.s  set 
well  apart.  Green  in  color  and  projeciiug 
well  over  the  calyx  cup,  for  they  are 
larger  than  those  found  in  M.  ovalLs,  they^ 
give  a  very  quaintly  lacy  effect  to  Uie 
flowers  and  to  the  whole  long,  open  In- 
florescence The  capsules  when  ripe  open 
to  sliow  irom  one  to  several  seeds,  lust 
seen  as  green  and  then  ehanglng  to  a 
deep  and  glo.s.sy  black.  Most  frequeiuly 
there  are  only  two  In  the  cup  which,  with 
its  two  prolectlnc  points,  is  strongly  sug- 
iMtlvt  of  a  two-handled  *la»-baf. 

Little  Spring  Bcjuty 

A PRETTY  little  Spring  beauty  is  plenti- 
ful and  conspicuous  because  of  its  rosy 
red  stems  and  leaves  The  latter  are  thick 
and  fleshy,  like  those  of  the  sedums,  but 
much  smaller.  The  flowers  are  pale 
peach-colored  with  anthers  of  bright 
amethyst  purple,  and  if  you  look  down 
Into  the  centre  you  will  see  Ave  spote  of 
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Dr.  Pfsek  1  UMo,  WsaMsglee,  chairman  of  tht  National  Rattarch  Cooncll,  who  it  a  oativa  af  Canada,  and  who  will  ipcak  at  tha  caovaetiao.  Tha  Oamiiiiao  Gavani- 
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Crushing  and  Faulting 

N  addition  to  the  fractures,  which,  In 
the  process  of  crushing^  and  faulting, 
have  scarred  the  sides  of  the  rock  masses 
with  slickensides.  there  are  Others  that 
have  become  filled  with  later  minerals  and 
thus  cemAited  together.  Numeroiis  veins 
nf  quartz,  fel.^par,  and  calrite  nvire  or  less 
combined  are  to  be  seen,  and  smaller 
amounts  of  epidoti  and  axenlte  occur  In 
c/injunction  with  some  of  them.  The 
former  imiiarts'  a  jyellowlsh  green,  the 
latter  a  dull  pink.^ Like  the  slickensides, 
the  veins  .bear  wiiness  to  movemtnta  in 


the  rock-body,  though  not  on  so  large  ft 
scale,  but  while  the  slliikensldes  are  re- 
lated to  contrary  and  destructive  action, 
the  veins  express  what  may  be  called 
healing  and  constructive  forces.  The 
axinite  in  particular  is  interesting  because 
It  Is  one  of  the  fruits  of  the  changes 
wrought  in  rocks  rich  in  lime  by  highly- 
heated  waters  ascending  from  tlie  pro- 
found sources  of  the  granitic  and  dlorltlo 
rocks  and  containinR  boron  and  fluorine 
compounds.  Thi^s  we  have  in  axinite  a 
boron-slUcate  of  lime  and  alumina  with 
.sdinr  iron  and  manRancse  The  BOUrce  Of 
the  lime  may  be  found  in  the  felspars  or 
even  more  probably  in  limestones  whose 
identity  Is  now  lost.  Some  time  ago  I  de- 
scribed the  occurrence  of  axinite  In  Mount 
Tolmle  as  well  as  along  the  C.N.R.  cut- 
tings below  Bumslde  Road. 

But  enouRh  for  my  reader.^  of  the  rocks; 
to  those  who  are  interested  In  them  a 
short  stop  at  the  cutting  will  give  them  a 
flrst-hand  acquaintance  with  some  in- 
teresting things.  Meanwhile  we  push  on 
and  take  the  road  across  the  Pass  between 
the  Warwick  Range  on  the  south  and 
Mai  itiat  Ridge  on  the  north.  After  cross- 
ing the  railway  near  Malahat  Siding,  the 
picturesque  road,  narrow  and  winding, 
drops  away  to  the  flats  at  the  south  end 
of  Shawnigan  Lake.  Here  comes  in  a 
pretty  Il'ttle  stream  known  as  Shawnigan 
dreck  whose  main  source  is  Dcvereux  Lake 
high  up  in  the  hills  above  the  Highway 
and  but  a  short  distance  from  where 
Arbutus  Crrrk  takes  its  ri-je.  We  find  a 
way  by  which  we  can  get  to  the  stream, 
and  leaving  the  ear  at  a  co  ivenlent  place, 
we  pass  oviir  a  rade  brldg<  i  of  q>Ut  polee 


aeroei  a  ditch  and  are  in  the  shadow  of 
-maples  and  alders  wltii  a  background  of 

cedar  and  hemlock  and  fir  Some  of  the 
ancient  Inhabitants  of  the  forest  lie  prone 
upon  the  ground  where  they  slowly  decay 
and  the  ants  burrow  In  them,  the  mos.ses 
and  lichens  drape  their  bareness  and 
along  their  lower  edge  shaded  by  the 
curvature  of  their  sides  a  variety  of  lowly 
plants  find  a  decree  of  agreeable  shelter. 
Between  are  gra^y  stretches  where  cattle 
stray  at  times  after  the  grass,  and  fur- 
ther back  under  a  deeper  shade  are 
denser  growth  of  herbage.  We  find  a 
place  where  the  stream  runs  almost  at  our 
feet  while  we  He  on  a  tiny  bank  of  dry. 
warm  sand.  The  more  one  looks  at  the 
scene  the  more  It  Is  seen 'to  be  a  minia- 
ture of  Coldstream  Flats,  miniature  in- 
deed for  one  can  step  across  this  brook  in 
places.  There  Is  the  faintest  murmur 
irom  the  gently  flowing  water,  recalling 
pums'

ACROSS  the  water  dense  thickets  of 
nine-bark  display  in  rich  abundance 
their  flattlsh  clusters  of  flower-buds  almost 
ready  t<>  open.  A  yellow  walrbler  flashes 
throiiqh  the  dark  green  foliage  and  a 
song-sparrow  comes  out  on  the  tip  of  a 
dead  branch.  The  robin  \i  so  ubiquitous 
that  one  almost  heiltatesl  to  mentkm  itt 


presence  In  any  particular  spot,  but  silent 
Indeed  would   be  far  too  many  of  our 

woodland  landscapes  be  were  it  not  for  the 
loud,  clear  resounding  notes  of  our  red- 
breasted  thrush.  After  a  cup  of  tea  we 
wander  around  addressing  ourselves  to  the 

smaller  flora  The  brookllme,  American 
veronica,,  or  speedwell.  Is  very  abundant 
with  its  blue  flowers  marked  with  crimson 
stripes  and  Its  short-stemmed  toothed- 
leaves  Enchanter's  ntphtshade.  delight- 
fully mysterious  popular  name  of  ClrcaeS 
paciftca,  Is  common  as  it  is  usually  in  the 
borders  of  woods,  a  little  white-flowered 
member  of  the  evening  prlmrn.se  family, 
easily  overlooked.  Not  only  are  the 
flowers  small,  but  they  hav«  only  two 
petals  ai!d  two  stamens,  so  that  nature 
has  given  them  a  very  modest  endow- 
ment. I  need  not  enumerate  all  the 
plants;  many  of  them  are  repeated  over 
snd  ovef  again  in  similar  situations.  One, 
however,  I  must  not  omit  because  It  Is 
confessedly  "rare,  and  this  was  the  first 
occasion  of  my  meeting  with  It.  I  was 
attracted  to  it  in  the  first  place  by  Its 
curious  petals  and  then  by  lis  stem -leaves. 
We  have  very  commonly  in  moist  shady 
places  a  little  plant  of  no  great  beauty 
of  appearance.  It  has  a  rosette  of  leaves 
like  -SO  many  others  of  the  croup  to  which 
i'.  belongs,  the  Saxifrage  family.  From 
this  rosette  rises  the  slender  flower-stalk 
with  its  fiumerous  greenish  flowers  which 
have  tiny  feathered  green  petals.  This  is 
Mitella  ovalls.  the  oval-leaved  mltrewort, 
so  called  becau.se  of  the  resemblance  of  its 
seed  capsule  to  a  bishop's  offlcial  head- 
dress and  of  the  general  outline  of  Its- 
leaves.  T^e  rarer  plant  la  Mitella  eaulee- 


emerald  that  mark  the  spaces  between  the 
slender  claws  below  the  broader  main 
u%  of  the  petals,  ^ils  atm;lea  !s  WoiiUa 
parvlfolia,  the  small  -  l>.i'.r>i  nmniia. 
Tliere  are  a  number  of  other  plants  tliat 
love  the  half-shade  of  the  open  woods  or 
gather  along  the  thickets  of  salmonberry. 
Such  are  the  dark  green  nettles  and  ihe 
hedge-nettle,  not  a  nettle  ai  ail,  but  ouu 
of  the  mint  family,  but  these  aro  hot  ytt 

in  flower. 

From  Shawnigan  Creek  we  set  out  for 
another  little  stream  and  follow  the  west 
side  of  the  lake  with  its  bays  and  islets 

and  the  great  mass  of  Mount  Wood  rising 
high  above  the  opjoslte  shore.  Little 
Summer  cottages  and  permanent  abodes, 
a  sign  that  points  to  a  .schoolhouse  some- 
where down  a  forest  lane,  trails  that  lead 
to  the  water;  all  these  we  slip  by  as  we  run 
northwards.  In  due  course  we  reach  our 
little  creek,  the  name  of  which  I  do  not 
know,  but  It  is  easily  recognisable  by  the 
pot-holes  worn  In  its  rocky  bed  We  stop 
by  tlie  bridge  and  go  down  to  the  water  s 
edge.  Zn  this  dry  season  ther*  Is  no 
great  flow,  but  It  Is  plain  that  at  times 
there  must  be  a  large  volume  to  have 
worn  such  a  channel  and  these  circular 
cavities.  Perhaps  the  major  part  of  the 
work  was  done  long  years  aKo.  Today  we 
can  clamt)er  up  the  bed  where  the  wood 
rose,  or  redwood  rose,  as  the  Californlans 
call  it  because  of  Its  as.soclation  with  the 
evergreen  sequoia  of  the  Coast  Range 
Of  their  state.  Here,  too,  are  thickets  of 
wild  black  currant,  the  species  called 
Rlbems  bracteosum,  or  the  bract-bearing 
rlbiss.  It  Is  very  easily  Identified  by  Its 
pungent  odor,  which,  while  It  recalls  the 
earden  species,  .is  much  ranker.  Its 
flowers  are  out,  forming  slender  racemes 
of  puri)lish  green.  Among  the  otlur 
plants  that  grow  on  the  moist  banks  is 
Streptopus  ampiexlfollus,  the  clasping- 
leaved  twisted  stalk,  one  of  otir  pretty 
"lilies"  with  drooping  bell-sh.tprd  creamy- 
v/hite  flowers.  Such  a  place  makes  you 
wish  for  more  time  to  explore  further  up 
the  steep  stream-bed,  for  there  are  few 
places  on  our  Island  otT  the  regular  .travel- 
ways  that  do  not  amply  repay  the  hours 
spent  In  then^.

Broke  From  Anglicans  for 
Sake  of  t  Methodists  of  U.S.

TWO  closely  related  queries  emerge 
from  the  present  bicentenary  cele- 
bration of  John  Wesley's,  con- 
scrsion.  First;  Why  do  American  Metho- 
dists have  bishops  and  British  McthodlsU 
have  none** 

The  second  query  is:  Why  did  John 
Wesley,  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of 

England,  consecrate  Dr.  Coke,  another 
Anglican  clergyman,  a  bishop  of  the 
Methodist  people  In  the  United  States, 
a  function  that  belongs  in  the  Anglican 
order  only  to  bishops?  And-  on  what 
ground  did  he  defend  his  action,  the  re- 
sult of  -Ahich  was  a  definite  breaking 
away  from  the  church  which  had  given 
Mm  ordination? 

Flret-^Why  Methodist  bishops  in  the 
United  States?  Becabse.  in  a  word. 
Wesley  recommended  the  episcopal  form 
of  government  to  his  American  followers 
and  assisted  them  In  establishing  it. 

Before  the  Revolution,  of  1776  the 
Methodists  of  the  American  colonies  were 
iMider  the  control  of  Wesley,  who  supplied 
them  with  preachers.  His  followers 
ordtnarliy  took  Communion  at  the  Angli- 
ran  altar  rail.  During  the  war  all  of 
Wesley  s  preachers,  having  sworn  al- 
legiance  to  the  English  King,  found  life 
loyalist!  vncomfortable  and  retttmed 
.  Home. 

At  the  eloee  of  the  Revohition  Uie 

Methodists  were  thu.'<  largely  unshep- 
hcrded.  There  wss  no  organised  church, 
only  "sQcletlM"  formed  Into  elreulte.  after 

tlie  manner  in  Fi',>:I,ind  The  preachers 
were  unor darned  men  and  the  societlee 


were  dependent  upon  American  clergymen 
for  the  administration  of  the  sacraments. 

Now  during  the  war  the  Anglican 
Church  (for  it  was  under  English  control) 
was  so  badly  disrupted  and  so  many  of 
the  clergymen,  being  loyalists,  fled,  that 
the  growing  body  of  Methodists  had  no 
way  of  securing  the  ordinances  of  the 
church.  How  serious  was  the  situation  is 
suggested  by  Stevens  m  his  History  of 
Methodism:  "At  the  conclusion  of  the 
contest  many  of  her  churches  tthat  is, 
the  Church  of  England)  in  Virginia  were 
in  ruins,  nearly  a  fourth  of  her  parishes 
extinct  and  forsaken,  and  thirty-four  out 
of  the  remaining  seventy-two  were 
without  pastoral  supplies;  twenty-eight 
only  of  her  ninety-one  clergymen  re- 
mained." 

Wesley  and  America , 

UNDER  the.se  dire  circumstances  the 
Methodists  pled  with  their  preach- 
ers tor  the  adminstration  of  the  sacra- 
ments of  which  some  had  been  deprived 
for  years.  The  preachers  cried  across  the 
sea  to  Wesley.  Further,  restlvenem  at  the 
deprivation  had  started  a  movement  t)^ 
declare  Independence  of  Wesley  and  of 
the  AngUean  Church  and  to  ordain 
ministers.  Francis  Asbury  wu  elected 
head  of  thlt  group. 

Such  was  the  ^  situation  that  faced 
Wesley  American  Methodism  must  have 
regular  clergymen  or  die  In  Its  cradle. 
The  American  people  hsd  become  an  in- 
drpeiident  nation.  Wesley  .<aw  that 
Methodist  Christians  ahould  becom*  ia 


independent  church.  He  then  decided  to 
provide  an  orgailKatlon  for  them  suitable 
to  the  new  social  and  political  order.  Be- 
lieving, as  he  said,  that  the  Church  of 
England  was  "the  b^-st  const.itutel 
national  church  in  the  world, '  he  planned 
for  American  Methodists  an  cplecopal 
form  of.fovemment. 

His  flnt  ttep  was  the  consecration  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Coke  as  superintendent. 
Wesley  and  two  other  ministers  whom 

Coke  and  he  had  ordained  laid  their 
hands  upon  the  former's  head.  The 
crucial  deed  was  done.  Three  weeks  later 
Coke  and  the  two  ministers  walked  down 
the  gangplank  in  New  York.  A  bishop 
had  come  from  Wesley— the  news  went 
like  wildfire.  They  brought  w  tii  thenva 
letter  of  instructions  from  their  leader, 
which  Included  twenty-four  articles  or  re- 
leglon  modelled  after  that  of  the  thirty- 
nine  articles,  together  with  the  Sunday 
service  and  hymns.  It  was  an  Anglican 
set-up. 

This  wa^  in  1784.  .sevin  >•<  ars  before 
the  death  of  Wesley.  On  December  24  of 
that  year  tt  what  was  to  be  called  the 
"Christmas  Conference,"  the  fifty  Method- 
ist preachers  assembled  in  New  Yqrk 
agreed  to  form  an  Episcopal  Church,  the 
full  name  to  be  Methodist  Episcopal,  with 
Coke  and  Asbury  as  superintendents. 
Three  years  later  we  find  the  conference 
annulling  the  agreement  to  obey  Wesley 
in  matters  of  church  government.  The 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
states  was  now  fully  launched,  a  new 
church  In  a  new  nation.  This  was  four* 
year  before  Wesley's  death  m  1791. 

Justifies  Ordinafioii 

THE  ordination— or  consecration,  as  you 
wish— by  Wesley  and  two  others  of 
Dr  Coke  was  contrary  to  Anglican  pro- 
cedure It  wa.<«  a  definite  breaking  away 
from  the  church  to  which  during  aU  the 


years  of  his  evangelistic  efforts  he  con- 
tinued to  show  his  allegiance.  Wesley 
thought  of  the  Methodist  movement  as 
within  the  Church  of  England  and  he  en- 
cf)uraged  its  adherents  to  seek  its  .sacra- 
ments. "I  was  determined,  as  little  as 
possible,"  he  wrote,  "to  vlolata  the  estab- 
lished order  of  tiie  national  church  to 

which  I  belonged  " 

How  then  does  he  j  ustif y  his  action  In 
the  matter?  Let  him  answer:  "Lord 
King  s  account  of  the  primitive  Church 
convinced  me  many'  years  ago  that 
bishops  and  presbyters  are  of  the  same 
order,  and  consequently  have  the  same 
light  to  ordain. 

He  had  refused,  though  importuned,  to 
ordain  his  traveling  preachers,  h/  said, 
"but  the  case  is  widely  different  between 
England  and  America.  Here  there  are 
bishops  who  have  a  legal  Jurisdiction;  In 
America  there  are  none,  neither  any 
parish  minister,  so  that  for  some  hun- 
dreds of  miles ,  together  there  Is  none  to 
baptise  nor  to  administer  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Here,  therefore,  my  scruples  are 
at  an  end.  and  I  conceive  myself  at  full 
liberty,  as  I  violate  no  order  and  invade 
no  man  s  rights  by  appointing  and  send- 
ing laborera  Into  the  harvest." 

It  must  be  noted  that  Wesley  appointed 
Dr.  Coke  and  Osbury  ithe  latter  then  In 
America)  as  super mtendents.    But  they ' 
soon  adopted  the  title  of  bishops,  moeh  to 
the  disapproval  of  Wesley. 

John  Wesley  remained  to  the  end  a 
clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England.  He 
was  not  unfrocked  by  that  Church.  That 
would  have  broken  h[%  heart  But  the 
,ordinatlon  of  Coke  and  others  involved 
separation.  The  forces  inherent  in  the 
movement  he  had  start/^d  Inevitably  led 
to  a  separste  denomination

The  Studrt  Island  Murders 


'  Bt  OEOItUK  BONAVtA 

NEWS  of  a  particularly  revolting 
murder  by  hostile  Indians  reached 
here  on  April  9.  1863.  when  Chis- 
tlan  Mayer  tied  up  his  cedar  dugout  in 
the  liarbor.  He  reported  that  Frederick 
Marks,  forty,  and  his  married  daughter. 
Caroline  Harvey,  fifteen,  had  presumably 
been  murdered  on  Stuart  I.sland.  Mr.s 
Marks  and  five  small  children  were  left 
to  fend  for  themselves. 

Marks  oWned  a  snmll  farm  on  Waldron 
Island.  Mayer  had  a  ranch  at  Miner's 
Bay.  Plumper  Pass.  Marks  agreed  to 
temporarily  leave  his  place  and  assi.sl 
Mayer  in  tilling  the  soil  at  the  largcr 
farm.  He  borrowed  a  rowboat  froni 
Mayer  and  another  from  G.  Henry. 

On  April  2  the  two  craft  crossed  Ship 
Cjhannel  together.  Marks  and  his' married, 
daughter  were  in  one  craft,  and  Mrs. 
Marks,  and  the  five  children  in  the  other. 
A  squall  sprang  up  as  they  entered  the 
pas.sage  between  Rtuirt  and  Partbrldge 
Islands.   The  boats  became  separated. 

Mrs.  Marks  arrived  safely  at  Miner's 
Bay  and  was  greeted  by  Mayer.  She  told 
him  that  Marks  would  undoubtedly  show 
up  within  Im  hour  or  twd. 

MavfT  ,Tnd  an  Indian  set  ofT  in  a  canoe 
to  see  If  Marks  needed  assistance.  They 
reached  Stuart  Island,  but  at  first  found 
no  xien  of  the  missing  man  and  his 
daughter. 

Find  Traces 

HALF  an  hour  later  thry  were  horri- 
fied to  come  across  portions  of 
Mark's  boat,  apparently  hacked  to  Mts 
with  an  axe  Nearby  were  the' embers  of 
a  small  fire  and  s  trunk  smashed  open. 
It  contained  a  ffw  artlelw  of  tom 
f  MUnlM  apparal 


Mayer's  Indian  companion  exclaimed  In 
a  horrified  tone:  "Oowlehana  have  mur- 
dered the  whites'" 

A  hurried  search  of  the  island  failed 
to  reveal  any  other  signs  of  the  missing 
persons,  until  two  of  M;(rks'  dogs  came 
running  down  to  the  beacg  from  the 
woods. 

Mayr  stated  that  he  had  heard  of  an 
Indian  said  to  have  been  responsible  for 
the  deaths  of  several  settlers  since  1S8S. 
He  believed  the  savage  hid  all  traces  of 
his  crimes  by  tying  st<(nes  around  his 
I  vlctlnu  before  he  threw  their  bodlea  Into 
deep  water. 

A  few  days  later  John  Briggs  found 
Mrs.  Harvey's  body  hidden  In  a  crevice 
arfd  rovered  with  .vtone.s  on  Stuart  Lsland. 
Her  remains  were  brought  to  Victoria  and 
Interred  in  the  old  Quadra  Street  Ceme- 
tery, now  known  a.^  Pioneer  Square 

Later  at  Nanalnio  an  Indian  known  as 
A-chee-wun  arrived  to  spend  some  money 
that  o»her  Indians  bell'^ved  had  beeii 
stolen.  A-chee-wun  was  known  as  a 
pirate  of  sorts  and  'a' perfect  shot  with  a 
rifle.  He  pos«e.s«ed  one  of  the  fastest 
dugouts  on  the  coast,  and  had  a  number 
of  secret  caves  on  Oallano  and  other 
Gulf  Islands.  He  w»$  feared  aUfct  fef 
whites  and  savages. 

Tells  of  Crime 

IN  the  rour.v?  ni  a  drinking  bout  lli% 
so-called  pirate  related  tiiat  Marks 
and  his  daughter  landed  on  Stuart  Island 
when  forced  off  their  course  by  s  strong 
southeast  wind.  While  lighting  a  fire  on 
the  beach.  Marks  waa  shot  to  tha  btad  by 
Tal-iuk  and  In.itantly  killed.

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FOR  Mveral  years  put  we  h«¥e  Uyed 
Just  a  little  elOMr  to  Elk  Fall.s  than 
any  other  taiMMn  beings.  We  were 
genuinely  fond  of  the  Park  as  It  used  to  be 
--a  stand  of  line  trees  near  the  falls  and 
under  them  a  tangle  of  brush  and  logs 
and  the  single  winding,  sUppery.trall.  We 
used  to  go  up  there  in  Springllmr  to  sre 
trllliums  and  erythronlum.  In  Summer  to 
see  the  rush  of  water  at  its  lowest,  with 
the  canyon  below  t%  more  visible  than  at 
any  other  time;  wt  wsere  there  often  in 
the  f^ll^  when  the -maples  were  turning, 
and  in  the  depths  of  Winter  when  there 
was  snow  on  the  ground  and  the  big 
cedars  near  the  falls  were  coat«d  and 
.wel^ted  with  RlltterinR  ice. 

^  So  we  might  have  been,  and  I  thhiic 
perhaps  we  were,  the  first  people  to  feel 
a  little  worried  when  the  Forestry  Depart' 
ment  project  No.  4  moved  In  a  camp  of 
orer  a  hundred  men  late  In  1936  "to  de^ 
velop  til.'  I'  lrk  By  the  Spring  of  1937 
we  had  forgotten  our  fears  and  saw  that 
strip  of  timber  at  Elk  Falls  for  the  first 
tims  as  a  park.  F.D.P.  4  had  given  worlt 
to.  several  hundred  men  throuph  the 
Winter  of  1938-37  and  had  given  Eik  Falls 
something  more  nearly  approaching  a 
proper  setting  than  anything  it  had  had 
slQce  the  loggers  passed  through.

flights  of  wooden  steps,  railed  with  peeM 

si.\  -iiu-h  logs,  that  drop  down  over  a  hmi* 
dred  feet  through  a  Umbered  draw  tnm 
the  Upper  View  Trail  to  the  edge  of  the 

Falls.  These  aye  solid,  strong,  impres- 
sive work,  well-fltted  to  the  setUng  and 
they  fill  an  old  need.  Prom  the  foot  of 
the  last  flight,  concrete  steps  mount  the 
precarious  rock  round  the  lip  of  the  Falia 
to  a  new  platform  and  a  new  view. 

As  inipicsiiive,  perliups  more  so  m  view 
of  tlie  limited  materials  available  for  tlia 
job,  is  the  new  automobile  bridge  across 
the  river  some  distance  above  the  Falls. 
The  bridge  Is  supported  by  a  concrete 
centre  pier  sixteen  feet  high  and  has 
three  spans  of  thirty,  lifty  and  eighty- 
four  feet— bridging  the  Campbell  even  al 
its  narrowest  point  is  not  something  to 
be  undertaken  lightly,  in  a  sens^  the  new 
bridge  has  already  done  a  double  worE.~ 
To  make  way  for  it  it  was  necessary  to 
pull  down  the  old  Bioedei  logging  trestle, 
a  lattice  of  rotting  pUes  sixty  or  seventy 
feet  high  which  completely  hid  the 
natural  beauty  of  this  part  of  the  river. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  new  bridge 
will  prove  of  great  practical  value  in  fire 
prevention  work;  and  by  linking  the  Elk 
Falls  Road  to  the  new  forestry  road  put 
fhrniigh  by  F  D.P.  12,  it  enables  tourists 
to  make  a  trip  to  the  Falls  and  out  again 
without  gobif  twlee  over  the  ssine  road.

TIm  Winter's  Work 

THE  small  details  of  this  big  thing  have 
made  the  Winter's  work— trails  and 
steps,  roads  and  parking  places,  planting 
of  trees  and  sowing  of  grass— and  the 
honest,  solid  work,  the  wise  and  careful 
planning  that  have  gone  into  these  de- 
tails make  the  final  clean  effect. 

Among  the  most  spectacular  of  this 
year's  improvemente  are   the  graceful 


ONE  rannot  but  feel  a  deep  sense  of 
gratitude  for  such  work  as  this;  but, 
perhape  because  they  promise  so  much  for 
the  future,  one  thinks  most  of  the  plant- 
ings of  young  native  trees.  Sixty  thou- 
sand young  conifers  have  been  planted 
beyond  the  edge  ol  the  present  stand  of 
big  timber,  and  along  a  mile  or  so  of  the 
road  in  towards  the  Park  there  Is  now  an 
avenue  of  young  native  maples  fifty  feet 
apart  and  thirty  feet  bark  from  the  cen- 
tre of  the  road.  In  a  very  few  years  these 
will  have  grown  enough  to  make  one  of 
the  most  impressive  Shade  avtnues  In 

Western  Canada.

In  two  years  rather  more 
than  700  men  have  been  throu^  the 
camp,  finding  work,  food,  clothes,  some 
wages  and  oltcn^  I  think,  a  decent  share 
of  renewed  faith  in  the  possibilities  of  a 
not  too  easy  world.  A  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  men,  both  this  year  and  Uist, 


Out  of  the  Past 


(Continued  From  La.st  Sunday) 
Within  four  miles  of  Victoria    Is  the 
harbor  of  Esqulmalt,  where  heavy  veseels 
discharge,  being  chosen  a.s  a  naval  depot 
for  the  Pacific;  it  is  probably  near  enough 
town.  A  flner  or  more  convenient  harbor 
than  thi.s    it  is  impossible  to.'  Imagine. 
Ships  of  the  largest  class  may  enter  it  at 
any  time  of  the  tide,  in  a  gale  of  wind, 
and   drop   anchor   in   a   smooth  pond, 
though  a  pond  nules  m  width,  it  is  .shel- 
tered from  aU  winds  by   the  lugh  iapds 
with    which    it    is    .surrounded.    It  is 
approachable  from  Victoria  both  by  land 
and  water.  When  I  left  It  presented  quite 
n  bii  y  .scene,  the  CJovernmehl  had  a  great 
many  men  at    work  crrcMng  barracks, 
hospitals,  etc.  ^.BcMdcs  numerous  small 
craft  and  steamers,  there  lay  af-anchor 
IMc  line  of  battle  ship  Ganges,  eighty-four 
^uus,  tiie  ulcixm  frigate  Sateiite  and  the 
Steam  sloop  of  war  Plumper.    In  aU  a 
rnmplement  of  about  two  thou.sand  men. 
Tins  harbor  must  inevitably  he  a  place  of 
great  importance,  a  fact  f ith  which  I 
was  very  forcibly  im|ire.s.sed  on  my  la.st 
trip  down  the  coast.  There  Is  not  another 
I  harbor  on  the  whole  line  of  coast  to 
Ran  Franri.si  o,  a  distance  of  one  thou- 
sand miles,  that  a  ship  can  Approach  with 
safety  in  stormy  weather.    The  steamer 
on  which  I  was  pa.s.sengrr  was  hove  to  oft 
Columbia  River  three    days,  having  on 
board,  two    hundred  and    fifty  tons  of 
freight  and  a  number  of  passengers  for 
Oregon.   The  whole  had  to  be  brought  on 
to  San  Francisco,  finding  it  impossible  to 
cross  the  bftr  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

To  return  to  Victoria  It  continues  to 
flourish  beyond  expectation.  Building 
during  .the  Winter  has  never  stopped 
though,  owing  to  the  rush  .south  when 
the  Winter  set  in,  the  population  was 
small. 

Good  Govcrnmcnf 

THB  few  gentlemen  composing  the 
Oovemment  certainly  deserve  credit 
Without  being  at  all  prepared  for  such  an 
emergency,  they  found  themselves  sut- 
rounded  with  the  most  elomorous  and, 
politically  speaking,  the  mo.st  unreason- 
able people  In  the  w^rld.  Still  everything 
was  managed  with  a  dexterity,  cheapness 
and  satisfaction  pleasing  to  witness.  Many 
of  my  American  acquaintances  were  as- 
tonished at  the  simplicity,  promptness 
and  honesty  with  Which  the  Government 
busine.ss  was  manafTcd.  such  a  change 
from  what  they  liad  been  accuilomed  to 
In  San  Francisco.  There  elevation  to  ofHce, 
in  place  of  being  a.ss.n-iatcd  with  honor, 
was  looked  upon  a.s  a  licence  whpreby  the 
idle  politician  was  authorised  during  his 
.«hort  term  to  rob  his  more  IndtlStrlOUS 
brethren.  About  the  time  the  cold  weath- 
er was  setting  in.  Government  employed 
some  four  hundred  men  in  street  making, 
so  that  already  several  of  the  principal 
•treeto  art  substantially  macadamized 
without  east  to  tlie  property  holder. 

It  was  thought  in  July  last  real  estate 
was  heU  at  a  figure  that  could  not  be 
sustained,  yet  there  hu^i  been  little  de- 
preciation.

Vu  loria  [a 
a  iree  port  to  goods  of  every  description 
from  every  part  of  the  world.  Nowhere  la 
business  so  little  trammeled. ,  I  have  a 
business  going  on  there  successfully  which 
has  been  estebllshed  now  over  seven 
months,  yet  I  have  never  been  asked  for 
one  penny  either  towards  town  Improve- 
mente  or  Government  expenses. 

There  were  two  fine  steamers  built  In 
Victoria  last  Fall  and  another  on  the 
slocks  at  present. 

Up  Frascr  River 

13  UT  I  am  dwelling  on  the  Island  too 
•Ulong.  I  will  now  ask  you  to  accom- 
jiany  me  on  a  short  trip  to  Fraser  River. 
On  leaving  the  harbor,  we  turn  abruptly 
around  the  .southeast  point  of  the  Island, 
when  in  a  northeast  course  we  imme- 
diately find  our.selves  in  the  mid.st  of  ^ 
group  of  islands.  On  a  fine  Summer  day 
this  is  a  perfect  fairy  scene.  You  cart 
Imagine  .some  fifty  Islands,  many  of  them 
quite  small,  rising  boldly  from  the  smooth 
sea«  all  of  them  covered  with  green  trees 

to  the  wafer's  edge  Sweeping  past  thrin 
on  a  magnificent  steam  boat  often  within 
stone  throw.  They  are  mostly  Inhabited. 
Except  ncca.slnmlly  "the  Indfan'.s  light 
canise '  shooting  from  some  shadowing  re- 
treat, there  is  nothing  to  disturb  the 
quietude  of  the  Sylvan  panorama. 

Leaving  the  Island  and  .steering  in  a 
norlUcaiit  course  in  a  few  hours,  we  have 
crossed  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  and  And  our- 
.selves on  the  bar  at  the  moulh  of  the 
Fraser.  This  bar  is  going  to  be  a  great 
impediment  to  navigation  should  the  port 
of  entry  for  the  Colony  be  established  on 
the  Fraser,  as  no  doubt  it  will  be.  The 
bar  extends  four  miles  Into  the  gulf.  The 
canal  through  it  is  narrow  and  intricate. 
To  enter  the  river  vessels  of  four  hundred 
tons  and  upwards  will  always  have  to  en- 
gage a  steam  tug.  The  dlfllculty  is  over 
as  soon  as  the  river  is  reached,  there  be- 
ing then  plenty  of  water.  . 

The  land  on  each  side  of  the  river.  tUl 
we  reach  Langley,  a  distance  of  thlfty- 
five  miles,  is  low  and  in  many  places 
swampy,  with  very  little  open  country. 
In  appearance  it  differs  materially  from 
the  everlasting  pines  on  the  Island.  Along 
the  river  Is  to  be  found  many  kinds  of 
timber,  which  gives  a  pleasing  variety  to 
the  foliage.  It  is  a  fine  .broad  river  and 
has  altogether  a  magnificent  appearance. 

In  November  last  the  Government  laid 
off  a  new  town  at  Langley,  the  he.id  of 
ocean  navigation.  It  is  certainly  the  best 
spot  on  the  river  for  a  commercial  town, 
although  Col.  Moody,  who  arrived  lately 
looking  at  it  in  a  military  point  of  view. 
i.>  not  plea.spd  with  th>  site.  Thta  t»  very 
much  retarding  its  progrcs-s  His  principal 
objections  are  its  being  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  rivec  and  only  fifteen  mlle<  from 
the  American  frontier.  Town  lots  meas- 
urmg  sixty-five  feet  front  by  one  hundred 
and  twenty  feet  deep  were  put  up  at  liuc- 
tion,  they  brought  from  one  hundred  to 
seven  hundred  dollars  each.  I  bought  tWo 
choice  front  tote  for  which  I  paid  four 
hundred  dollars  each.  8om»  eighty  thou- 
sand dollars  were  realized  In  three  days, 
all  payable  tn  one  month.  This  we  ex- 
pect to  be  the  .seat  of  Government  for 
British  Columbia,  being  a  .vparate  Gov- 
ernment from  Vancouver  Island  There  is 
here  a  tariff  on  Unports.  The  next  settle- 
ment on  tha  ^ver  is  ^MM/nfty  mUes  hli^-. 


have  proved  themselves  thoroughly  able 
workers,  nearly  all  liave  developed  to  at 
least  a  reasonable  competence  and, 
standing  olT  to  look  at  the  work  of  their

Looking  through  the  dozen  or  so  Issjies 
of  The  Bunkhouse  Gazette,  a  Weekly 
paper  edited  and  put  out  by  the  men,  I 
cannot  help  feeling  that  the  camp  has  a 
strong,  prideful  character  of  Ite  own.

er  up.  Fort  Hope,  a  short  distance  above 
Which  commences  the  gold  mines.  Fort 
Yale,  above  Fort  Hope,  fifteen  miles,  is 
the  highest  point  that  has  been  reached 
by  steamboats  and  the  place  around 
which  most  gold  digging  has  been  done. 
This  was  a  very  bu.sy  camp  during  last 
Summer  and  is  now  considerable  of  a 
town,  and  at  last  accounte'both  miners 
and  traders  were  dotog  a  very  profitable 
business. 

Close  above  Yale  the  river  cuts  Its  way 
through  the  Cascade  Mountains  causing 
deep  foaming  chasms  Inaccessible  either 
by  water  or  land.  Thus  have  the  body  of 
the  mlnelv  been  shut  off  from  the  Upper 
Country.  Many  found  their  way  over  the 
mountains,  but  the  road  was  too  rugged  to 
pack  provisions. 

Gold  Around  Yale 

LAST  Summer  there  accumulated 
around  Yale  an  immense  crowd  of  peo- 
ple. This  was  the  focu.s  to  which  rushed  the 
gold-fever  alTlicted  muiiilude.  The  river 
at  the  time  was  swelled  to  its  greatest 
height,  caused  by  the  melting  snow  on 
the  mountains.  The, best  diggings  were  ail 
under  water,  provisions  were  scarce,  con- 
sequently high  in  price.  The  snow-cov- 
ered Cascade  Mountains  frowned  above, 
forbidding  further  approach. 

F(ir  the  fevered  <  i  .  .vn  these  diflBcultles 
proved  ready  sincj!  fllcctive  medicine.  It 
jwever,  that  the  cur- 
inly  gave  place  to  an-« 
lalignant  type  All  at 
31  broke  out,  causing  a 
tush  from  the  country  as  only  two  months 
previous  there  had  been  to  it  it 
lias  been  discoj/ercd  since  that  the  very 
ground  on  which  many  of  them  were  In- 
cr.mped  will  pay  in  gold  dust  from  three 
to  six  dollars  per  day  to  the  hand.  This 
stampede  home  did  the  country  great  in- 
Jury  People,  to  save  their  own  credit, 
spread  ^11  kinds  of  false  reporU  which 
were  token  up  by  the  newspapers  and  cir- 
culated round  the  world,  for  a  time  com- 
pletely checking  emigration,  though  a 
check  that  will  not  last  long,  as  will  soon 
be  proved. 

Il  was  during  the  Rummer  discovered 
that  by  ascending  the  iiariKson  River, 
which  Joins  the  Fraser  below  FOrt  Hope, 
sod  taking  advantage  of  .several  lakes  that 
lay  in  the  way.  a  road  might  be  cut 
through  the  woods  by^;i|^lch  the  upper 
country  could  be  reached  without  having 
to  cross  the  mountains.  The  Government, 
with  that  admirable  promptness  and  liber- ~ 
ality  that  have  characterized  all  their 
movements  for  (he  public .  benefit,  went 
into  this  undertoklng  at  once.  With  five 
hundred  men  the  road  was  completed  In 
about  four  months,  but  too  late  to  be  made 
use  of  last  season.  This  Spring  It  will  no 
doubt  be  a  great  thoroughfare,  as  It  opens 
up  an  immense  country.  In  which  gold  has 
been  found  in  all  directions. 

The  two  extremes  at  which  gold  has 
been  discovered  on  the  Fraser  alone  are 
four  hundred  miles  apart..  All  the  inwr- 
tening  branches  have  also  hmn  fbund  to 
contain  gold. 

The  Uppf  r  Covntry 

T very  Imperfectly  explored  During 
next  Summer  there  will  no  doubt  be  great 
developmante.  I  have  seen  numbers  who 
have  been  a  great  distance  up  All  have 
the  same  tale  to  tell,  they  were  making 
plenty  of  money  but  had  to  leave  on  ac- 
count of  the  cold  weather  and  scarcity  of 
provisions.  Ten  dollars  they  considered

I  will  here  make  an  assertion,  based  not 
only  on  reliable  information  I  have  had 
such  a  good  opportunity  of  obtaining,  but 
also  from  my  own  personal  experience.'

Take,  for  instance,  the  Ea.slern  Hemis- 
phere, north  of  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of 
latitude,  ahd  you  will  find  almost  the 
whole  of  Luropc  The.sc  British  pos.ses- 
sions,  occupying  a  relative  position  In  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  are  about  equal  in 
extent  of  territory,  and  it  ni;iy  be  equal,  if 
not  superior,  in  natural  advaatage. 

Tradt  of  Pgcific 

THEF^E  i.s  one  work  ought  to  be  uhdcr- 
lakcn  quickly,  not  only  to  consolidate 
such  an  extensive  country,  bringing  it  all 
at  once  under  the  liberal  colonial  laws,  but 
also  to  secure  the  trade  of  the  Pacific, 
making  the  country  not  only  the  highway 
for  travel,  but  also  for  Asiatic  commerce. 
The  British  Oovemment  ought  now  to 
take  the  precedence,  since  the  American 
Senate  have  abandoned  ^heir  railroad 
scheme,  and  at  once  commence  tPte  pro- 
jected road  between  the  Colony  and  Can- 
ada. 

In   regard   to  the  healthiness  of  the 
country,  it  is  certainly  far  ahead  of  Cali- 
fornia.  There  is  no  degeneracy  of  Euro- 
pean  constitutions  In  Bri;i..h  Columbia, 
like  to  what  Is  witnessed  in  all  parte  of 
the  United  States.    The  extremes  of  cli- 
mate   in    California    tell    very  quickly 
amongst  the  working  population.    It  was 
curious  tQL3Kitness  how  those  old  worn-out 
f'allfornians  gained  flesh  and  strength  • 
while  north,  even  those  in  the  mountains 
who  had  scarcely  the  means  of  sustaining 
life  came  down  ruddy  and  healthy. 
_^   Should  the  Government  still  adhere  to 
{heir  liberal  and  wise  policy  in  keeping 
Victoria  a  free  port,  its  many  peculiar  ad- 
vantages as  a  depot  forF^-'.  l;      i!  ifi  - 
turers  must  quickly  secuie  an  exieiiiive 
trade.    California,  Oregon.  Wuhlngton 
Territory,  etc ,  now  contain  a  large  and 
rapidly  increasing  population.    Not  pro- 
ducing domestic  manufactures  worth  men- 
tioning, they  have  all  to  be  ,'^upplied  by 
importation.     Heretofore^  except  what 
little  was  done  by- the  H.B.  Co .  British 
manufactures,  before  reaching  those  coun- 
tries, have  been  burthencd  with  enormous 
expenses,  which  to  a  great  extent  has 
made  it  Impossible  to  compete  with  the 
American.  Being  In  the  first  place  shipped 
to  New  York,  paying  a  duty  of  some  thirty 
per  cent  and  a  liberal  profit  to  the  mer- 
chant, then  shipped  to  San  t'rancl.sco. 
subjected  to  all  the  expenses  of  this  ex- 
travagant town  befori  betng  carried  to  tha 
cnn.sumer  by  the  coun'ry  merchant.  Xh 
Victoria,  goods  from  England  can  be  laid 
down  at  small  expense,  there  being  always 
ready  for  the  ship  a  return  cargo  of  tim- 
ber    For  this  cargo.

Stuart  Island  Murders 

(Continued  From  Page  4) 
Indian  held  the  girl  while  a  squaw 
plunged  a  hunting  knife  several  times 
Into  her  breast  .She  fell  lifeless  to  the 
ground.  After  smashing  Mark's  boat,  the 
Indians  broke  up  his  stove.  Several  pieces 
were  bound  to  his  remains  before  they 
were  committed  to  the  deep.  After  cover- 
ing the  girls  body  with  stones,  the 
murderers  looted  the  settler's  elTects  and 
sped  silently  from  the  scene  of  the  hor- 
rible crime,  the  Indian  boasted. 

When  the  stclry  reached  Victoria. 
H  MS.  gunboats  Forward  and  Grappler, 
the  paddle  sloop  Devastation  and  the 
Cameleon  were  dispatohed  to  bring  the 
murderers  to  Justice, 

Tal-luk's  stoy  on  earth  was  short.  He 
was  shbt  by  another  Indian  in  mi  argu- 
ment over  po.ssesslon  of  a  rifle  His  body 
was  brought  aboard  the  Devastation  at 
KuUeet  ^Sij/.  chemainuB.  Navad  ofBeers 
believed  thiit  he  definitely  took  part  In 
the  Marks  murder. 

Seaman  Killed 

HMS   Forward  traced  th^  murderers 
•  to  Kuper  Island  on  April  23.  A 
landing  party  demanded  that  they  be 
handed  over  forthwith.    The  natives  re 
.  fused  and  summarily  ordered  the  white 
men  to  leave. 

As  the  landing  party  returned  to  the 
gunboat,  a  sudden  volley  poured  aito  the 
stem  of  the  vessel.  Charles  Glyddon,  a 
young  .seaman,  wa.s  struck  in  the  head 
and  mstantly  killed.  For  tliree  hours  the 
Forward  poured  360  rounds  of  shot  and 
hundred  of  rounds,  of  rifle  fire  ii;'.o  the 
Indian  village  and  stockade.  Most  of  the 
buildings  were  completely  destroyed,  with 
the  loss  of  several  savages. 

On  May  15  the  ve.s.sel  proceeded  to 
Plunder  Pass  to  take  aboard  Jack  Smiih 
who  had  been  left  In  charge  of  Miarks' 
farm  on  Waldron  Island  He  was  unable 
to  throw  any  Ught  on  the  crime.  .Five 
days  later  Saltepring  Uland  settlers 
rushed  word  to  Victoria  that  Lamachia 
Indians  threatened  to  land  and  >ihoot 
them  on  sight.  The  Forward  destroy^ 
a  large  number  of  Lamachia  canr>^K.  leav- 
ing their  occupanU  stranded  on  several 
small  islands. 

Mrs  MarVs  and  her  five  children  were 
brought  to  Victoria  from  Mayer's  farm. 
Through  the  klntoess  of  BUhop  Demers, 
Jacob  Schl,  F.  ODwyer  and  Samuel  Ne.s- 
bltt,  a  house  and  lot  on  Vancouver  Street, 
between  McCHure  and  Colllson  Streete, 
^^as  purcha.sed  for  the  widow  With  the 
sum  of  1650.  A  fiind  was  al.io  rai.^ed  here 
and  at  Niuiaimo  In  order  that  the  family 
would  want  for  nothing. 

On  May  26  the  Forward  arrived  at 
Cowichan  with  eight  Lamachia  Indians 
and  six  squaws  believed  to  have  partici- 
pated in  the  Marks  murder.  They  were 
captured  at  Chemainus  and  Oyster  Bays 
and  Kuper  Island. 

Chief  Justice  Cameron,  on  June  H, 
■entenced  Um-wha-nuk  to  be  hanged  for 
the  deat^  of  Marks  and  his  daughter.  A- 


chee-wun,  8he-na-sa-luk  and  Qual-a-tul- 

tun  were  also  sentenced  to  be  hanged  f(jr 
the  death  of  Glyddon,  the  Forward  sea- 
man shot  at  Kuper  Island.  Skllo-weet 
received  a  .sentence  of  four  years  in  pri.son 
for  the  death  of  an  unidentified  white 
man  killed  five  years  previously. 

With  few  witnesses  present,  the  four 
Indians  were  hanged  at  the  police  bar- 
racks here  on  July  4,  JMS.  Flnla  was 
indittm  to  the  Marks  murder. 

Prevent  Gold  -Frauds 

THB  rules  for  the  marking  ot  gold  thai 
have  Just  come  into  operation  in 
Italy  were  the  result  of  the  dlacovciy  ol 
widespread  frauds  in  the  articles  offered 

as  .solid  gold.  Mussolini  himself  di.s<  ov- 
ered  tliat  one  of  hlis  most  treasured 
medals,  as  well  a's  his  hvedding  ring,  con- 
tained only  enough  Luld  to  cover  the 
base  metal  foundat  on.  Germany  has 
also  suffered  from  goll-fakers  and  many 
of  the  tiophii-s  presented  by  the  ex- 
Kaiser  tn  his  day  hav0  since  provr-d  to  h^- 
but  skilful  gold  Imitations.  A  pair  of 
cufT-llnks  he  present.*d  to  the  French 
actor  Coquehn  were  found  to  be  gold- 
plated,  and  a  magnificent  cup  he  put  up 
for  competition  in  a  big  yacht  race 
turned  out  to  be  only  a  gilded  pewter  pot. 


Jubilee  Celebrated 

I;VERYONfe  is  having  a  good  time  cele- 
-/  bratlng  the  Jubilee  of  one  of  Finope's 
most  famous  railways.  It  is  the  line  that 
runs  down  from  Berne,  past  the  lovely 
Lake  of  Thun.  to  climb  up  the  mountains 
of  the  Bernese  Oberland  until  it  tunnels 
Ite  way  through  the  Loetechberg  and  tho 
SImplon  It  Joins  Fn gland  and  France 
with  Italy  and  the  Balkans  and  U  one  of 
the  great  strategic  traffic  Itoes.

Regulations  for  Dogs 

NEW  regulations  will  bring  Buda- 
pest dogs  under  very  strict  control.

Be- 
fore April  30  every  dog  must  have 
appeared  at  the  district  veterinary 
surgeon's  ofHce  for  a  certificate  of  health 
(costing  the  owner  twenty-flvs  cenU)  and 
no  dog  wlU  be  allowed  to  enter  a  public 
placa  without  a  short  lead  and  a  muscle. 
There  are  severe  penalties  toe.  pcfsons 
who  Ill-treat  their  dogs.

Henceforth 
a  Hungarian  dog  may  only  have  his  tail 
docked  at  tha  age  of  two  weeks.

Developments  in  Fresh  Fruit 
J I      Processing  in  Great  Britain 


To  the  British  eannlngi  IndiutiT 
frosted  foods  have  been  for  years 
a  chilly  but  remote  menace  ol  a 
comp«tltlon  thmt  might  on*  day  hAT«  to 
be  met  News  that  S.  W.  Smedley,  chair- 
niuu  ol  National  Canning  Company, 
Ltd..  and  Wlirt)ech  Produce  Canners.  Ltd., 
was  ready  to  launch  his  "Instant  frosting" 
process  of  food  preservation  in  thi« 
country  on  a  commercial  scale  aent  shlv- 
cr.s  down  the  spine  of  even  those  who 
spolie  deprecatingly  of  Sm«dley'«  public- 
ity flair. 

Principle  of  the  prcness  is  tliat  fruit, 
vegetables,  ineat  or  gaAxe  to  be.  preserved 
ie  froaen^  rapidly  that  the  water  which 
cry.nallizes  out  of  the  plant  or  animal 
cells  as  ice  is  not  allowed  to  form  crystals 
large  enough  to  break  the  cell  walls.  Re- 
sult is  that  when  tJie  f()<jd  is  thawed  out 
for  cookiiig  or  serving  the  cells  retain  all 
their  nutrittTe  juices. 

Pro(  f'ss  of  cjuick-freezing  involves  pack- 
ing the  food  m  waxed  cardboard  contain- 
ers and  placing  them  on  the  shelves  of  a 
convejier  wliidi  moves  slowly  through 
the  refrigerating  "tunnel,"  from  which 
they  emerge  forty  or  ninety  minutes  later 
as  ice-hard  twiclts.  


Sysfcmg  in  America 
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couple  of  years  ago  he  found  frozen 
fouus  well  established  as  canning's  pro- 
tege and  presumptive  heir.  Something 
like  30,000  tons  of  fruit  and  ab.nit  the 
s^me  quantity  of  vegetables  were  beiog 
Jroien  each  '>ev  by  some  seventy  firms 
operating  100  plants,  chief  of  which  were 
the  Blrdseye  subsidiary  of  Oenerai  Foods 
Corporation  and  the  Honor  "Brsnd  Cor- 
poration. 

Progress  of  the  industry,  however,  has 
been  neither  sensationally  rapid  nor  un- 
checked. Price  was  the  snag.  Even 
American  salesmanship  found  it  a  tough 
job  to  convince  the  housewife  that  the 
higher  price  she  had  to  pay  for  frosin 
foods  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  all  waste  material  had  been  re- 
moved before  packing. 

Neverthele.s.s,  Smedley  felt  that  quick- 
freezing  was  pretty  nearly  the  perfect 
form  of  food  preservation,  decided  to 
iitart  in  on  experimental  work  of  his  own 
at  the  Wisbech  works.  Last  year  a  trial 
pack  of  lliinjf-on«  Urns  of  fruit  and  vege- 
tables was  frozen,  snapped  up  by  a  few 
large  stores  and  sold,  often  at  a  price  well 
above  that  at  which  a  commercial  output 
could  be  sold. 

Smedley  spent  seven  or  eight  tliousand 
pounds  on  his  two  years  of  experiment, 
and  probably  recouped  less  than  a  tenth 
of  his  outlay  in  salCs.  But  he  and  his 
son  and  co-director.  W.  V.  Smedley,  solved 
quite  a  few  of  their  technical  ^blems, 
satisfied  them.selves  that  a  market  CXlsted 
in  liiigland  for  Iruzon  foods. 

Operates  on  Big  Scale 

HIS  year  Smedley  plans  to  start 
commercial  operation  on  a  serious  if 
not  grandiose  scale.  In  a  new  factory 
and  plant  at  Wisbech  1 50.000  i.s  being 
sunk.  Another  125,000  is  to  be  spent  on 
280  steel  refrigerator  cabinets,  which  will 
be  supplied  free  to  Stores  and  large 
grocers  appointefrt  to  art  a.s  agents 

Out  of  liie  haj-vest  of  the  orchards  and 
market  gardens  from  jvhlch  Wisbech 
Produce  Cannerli  gathers  its  fruit  and 
vegetables,  at  lejast  350  tons  will  be  set 
aside  this  year'  for  qukk-freeslng: .  the 
quantity  may  be  as  high  as  500  tons  At 
an  average  price  of  Is.  6d.  per  pound.  350 
tons  shoukl  yield  a  grow  revenue  to  the 
factory  of  158,800. 

Not  till  the  new  Industry  has  shaken 
down  win  it  be  possible  to  guess  what  ef- 
fect It  will  have  on  the  canning  industry. 
Bmedley's  prophecy  is  that  quick-freez- 
ing and  canning  will  be  complementary, 
tulflllliig  different  functions. 

Frozen  foods  will  be  bought,  ftr.st.  by 
families  owning  refrigerators  and  the 
means  to  pay  an  extra  penny  or  two  for 
farni-fie.sii  fdorl  in  the  .second  place, 
fro/en  foods- will  be  bought  for  immediate 
consumption,  not/  storage,  while  the 
larder  will  still  carry  It.s  .slock  of  cans  for 
less  premeditated  di.shes. 

Certainly  Smedley  s  stake,  in  the  can- 
ning business  is  too  great  to  allow  him  to 
risk  disorganizing  it  for  .the  sain  of  Ill- 
considered  adventures. 

National  CannlnR  controls  twelve  fac- 
titne>.  owns  3.(1(10  acres  of  oi«hard  and 
farm  land,  and  buys  Vhe  produce  Of  IjO.OUO 
acres.  One  estimate  puts  the  output  of 
company  and  its  subsidiaries  at  more 
than  a  quarter  of  Britain's  total  con- 
sumption of  home-grown  canned  and 
bottled  fruits  and  peas. 

Smedley  has  followed  the  policy  of 
taking  the  factory  to  the  fruit  rather 
than  the  fruit  to  the  factory,  spotting 
his  canneries  M\  Kent's  cherry  fields. 
Scotland's  soft-fntlt    farms.  Worcester- 


preservation  was  the  only  method  of 
eliminating  the  wastM  Otftut 

While  working  for  six  months  in 
America,  after  the  war,  to  widen  his  ex- 
perience, lie  was  puSBled  by  one  Arm's 

huge  output  of  canned  apples.  He  had 
never  seen  this  fruit  put  up  in  cans  be- 
fore, was  astounded  to  learn  that  Brit- 
ain was  the  cannery's  best  market.^ 

Returning  to  England.  Smedley  put 
in  a  year  or  two  of  experimental  work  on 
canning  In  a  hut  in  the  Fens,  linauy 
launched  out  into  manufacture  with  an 
output  of  1,000,000  cans  In  his  first  year. 

Since  1932,  when  National  Canning 
Company,  Ltd.,  was  set  up  to  acquire  the 
capital  of  Wisbech  Produce  Canners. 
Ltd  ,  later  buying  control  of  British  PlSh 
Canners.  Ltd..  this  i;450.000  company  has 
never  failed  to  earn  net  profits  of  less 
than  £30,000  a  year,  declared  M5.619 
profits  for  1936-37 

One  other  project  for  frosted  foods' 
preservation  devel(^d  altogether  Inde- 
pendently of  National  CanniiiK,  is  re- 
ported from  South  Wales.  Garden  Fresh 
Fruits,  Ltd.,  plans  a  factory  on  the  Tre- 
forest  Trading  Estate  with  an  initial  out- 
put of  twenty-four  tons  by  the  Hasiacher 
process,  which  forms  a  thbi  film  of  ice 
between  the  individual  fruif.s  or  vege-

Canterbury  bells.  Sweet  WUiums  and 
nquUeglas  are,  of  course,  the  three  leading 

biennials.  Sow  them  freely  Ai.so  sow 
foxgloves,  evening  primroses  and  the  rich 
blue  cynoKio.ssum  amabile..  There  are  many 
others,  but  that  half-dozen  includes  the 
pick  of  the  biennials,  whether  you  intend 
to  grow  the  planU  for  your  own  garden  or 
for  dl.sposal 

'  DeaUng  first  with  Canterbury  bells. 
Choose  the  singles— pink,  white,  lavender 
and  blue  and  the  cup  and  saucer  varie- 
ties. The  rather  heavy-looking  doubles, 
which  soon  spoil  in  rain,  have  passed  out 
of  favor. 

Sow  in  a  sunny  .spot.  In  well-manured 
soil.   Rake  in  a  two-ounce  per  square  yard 
dressing  of  freshly  slaked  Ume  before  sow- 
the  .seed  in  half-inch-detp  drllU 

spaced  four  inches  apart.

THE   recently  Incorporated  Sunshine 
Fruit    Juices.    Limited,    headed  by 
Oeorge  Malcolm,  of  the  Registered  Jersey 
Dairies,  Limited,  will  shortly,  it  is  stated, 
secure  and  install  the  first  unit  of  equip- 
ment to  be  used  In  the  production  of  fruit 
and  vegetable  Juices.  'Primarily  the  com- 
pany will  entiape  in  the  manufacture"  of 
grape  juice,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  for 
at  least  the  Initial  output^here  will  be 
available  on  Vancouver  I  I md  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  locally  produced  grapes  In  the 
late  Summer  to  permit  the  filling  by  the 
company  of  contracta  which  are  now  on 
hand. 

TTie  directors  state  that  contracts  have 
been  signed  for  delivery  of  a  large  gallon- 
age  and  that  while  there  may  be  available 
this  year  a  sufficient  quantity  of  locally- 
grown  grapes  it  is  felt  that  to  flU  contracts, 
which  are  now  being  sir^ned  up.  the  com- 
pany will  require  to  purchase  grapes  on 
the  Mainland  or  import  from  California. 
Contracts  have  already  been  signed  wi'h 
growers  in  Saanich  and  the  Cowichan  Dis- 
trict, and  growers  are.  giving  their  sup^rt 
to  the  new  industry  which  will  provide  a 
iong-looked-for  outlet  for  their  annual 
crop.

It  must 
be  of  a  suitable  nature,  and  as.chaap  as 
possible  consistent  with  suitability   .

germs  at  all  times  so  much  as  dirty 

hutches  or  hutch  refuse  lying  about. 

Hutch  refuse  is  a  valuable  fertilizer, 
either  burnt  and  used  In  the  form  of  pot- 
ash or  simply  dug  Into  the  ground.  If  it 
Is  not. to  be  burnt  or  u.sed  at  once,  a  good 
way  of  storing  Is  in  a  pit,  a  layer  of  earth 
being  shoveled  over  each  fresh  load. 

Where  no  pit  is  available,  however,  and 
the  refuse  has  to  be  kept  in  a  heap  until  it 
is  required,  sprinkling  with  borax  at  the 
rate  of  one  ounce  to  the  cubic  foot,  fol- 
lowed by  watering  with  a  can  with  a  rose, 
will  prevent  flies  from  breeding  and  will 
not  affect  the  value  of  the  manure. 

A  good  disinlectant  sprayed  into  the 
hutches  after  removal  of  soiled  litter,  and 
al.so  used  In  hot  weather  for  .spraying  the 
rabbltry,  besides  being  aii  additional  pro- 
tection against  flies  and  disease,  will  pre- 
serve the  fresh,  sweet  atmosphere  which  ia 
characteristic  of  the  well-managed  rab- 
bltry. 

Finally,  elTlcient  management  must  in-  ' 
elude  individual  at.tention  to  the  stock. 
Although  many  people  are  Inclined  to 
think  that  one  rabbit  Is  very  much  like  ■ 
another,  actually  they  vary  con.siderably 
a.<-.  individuals,  both  in  disposition  and 
physical  make-up.

Now  staking;  though  necessary,  is  an 
evil  to  the  extent  that  if  clurn.sy  methods 
are  adopted,  the  beauty  of  the  bloom  wlU 
sufTer.  ' 

Sucii  plants,  for  example,  as  nlgellas, 
Calilornian  popples,  cornflowers,  bar- 
tonlas,  cacalias,  mignonette  and  spiral 
candytuft,  with  their  bushy  habit,  look 
far  better  if  you  support  the  growth  with 
short  twigs. 

Use  two  or  three  of  these  around  each 
plant  when  the  need  for  support  arises, 
and  very  soon  the  spreading  growth  will 
completely  hide  the  twigs. 

Planf,s  with  a  more  or  less  dennlte  main 
stem,  such  as  annual  chrysanthemums, 
lupins,  scabious,  clarklas,  calendulas  and 
larkspurs,  cannot  effectively  be  dealt 
with  m  this  way.' 

Nevertheless,  there  Is  no  need  for  ob- 
trusive staking  All  you  need  i.s  one 
stake  to  each  main  stCin.  Push  it  well  m 
two  or  three  inches dear  imd  tte'thv  stem 
at  Intervals  of  six  inches,  leaving  inside 
each  tie  enough  room  for  the  stem  to 
sweU. 

In  the  case  of  th^  column  subjects  such 
as  larkspurs  and  lupms.  no  further  tyfng 
is  essential.    With  oalendulas.  annual

Returning  a  Swarm  to  Its 
Original  Colony 


HEN  a  primary  swaim  leaves  its 
hive  it  means  that 


the  working 

force  of  that  colony  is  quitting  its  Job. 
Therefore  a  full  crop  of  honey  cannot  be 
expected  from  that  colmy  unless  the 
swarm  can  be  returned  and  iiuliii  cd  to 
continue  its  work,  states  C-  B.  Gooderham. 
Dominion  Apiarist.  Furthermore,  there 
Is  also  the  danger  of  the  sw.irm  abscond- 
ing to  parts  unknown.  Thus  both  honey 
crop  and  bees  are  lost.  Por  this  reason 
every  beekeeper  is  well  advised  to  examine 
his  colonies  regularly  for  swaim  prepara- 
tions and  to  practice  some  sort  of  swarm 
control  on  tho.se  colonies  tliat  seek  to 
satisfy  this  instinct  of  increase.  In  spite 
of  these  precautions,  however,  some  col- 
onics are  alnio..t  sure  to  cast  a  swarm. 

Fortunately  for  the  beekeeper,  the 
swarm  usually  clusters  tor  a  short  time  on 
some  nearby  object  from  which  It  may  be 
taken  and  returned  to  its,  work.  If  the 
hive  from  which  the  swai'm  Issues  is 
known,  move  it  from  its  stand  while  the 
swarm  is  still  clustered.  In  its  place  put 
a  new  hive  filled  with  empty  drawn  comb. 
On  top'  of  the  new  hive  place  a  queen 
excluder  and  above  this  return  all  the 
supers  from  the  old  hive.  Now  capture 
the  .swarm  and  shake  it  down  in  front  of 
the  new  hive.  Then  with  hands  or  bru.sh 
guide  a  few  of  the  bees  Uj  the  entrance"'  r^^  ***""**®* 
of  the  hive  and  in  a  few  minutes  th* 
whole  swarm  will  march  in  and  resume 
the  work  in  the  supers  which  it  left  but  a 
f^w  minutes  previously.

Sunflowers  for  Shade 

WHERE  back-garden  runs  receive  tht  / 
full  force  of  the  sun  throughout  the 

day  they  can  become  unbeirably  hot  in 
•uouner.  Small  wonder  that  In  such 
circumstances  the  fowls  often  prefer  to 
spend  most  of  their  time  Inside  the  house 
and  that  appetite  and  health  suffer  In 
consequence. 

Shade  of  some  kind  must  be  provUlcd, 
arid  If  It  is  "natural"  shade,  allowing  a 
free  flow  of  air.  sotmoch  the  better. 

What  about  sowing  a  row  of  sunflower 
seeds  close  to  the  wire-netting,  on  the 
sunny  side  of  the  run?  Or  if  you  can 
get  plants  ifld  Ml  Ihoie  In,  time  wUl  be 
saved. 

This  plan  afTords  welcome  shade  and. 
an  added  advantage  In  due  course  the,

^is  an  "extra." 


F  the  swarm  Is  clustered  on  the  branch 
"f  a  tree,  remove  the  branch  With  the 
biees  clmging  to  it  and  carry  it  to  the 
nive.ibut  If  the  swarm  is  clustered  on 
.s|ime  object  that  cannot  be.  moved,  it  Will, 
be  necessary  to  take  the  hive  to  it,  plac- 
ing the  entrance  of  the  hive  as  near  aa 
possible  to  the  swarm  Guide  some  bees 
to  the  entrance,  and  when  the  swarm  is 
all  In  carry  the  hive  back  to  its  stand. 
As  soon  as  the  swarm  Is  hived,  stand  the 
original  or  parent  hive  aloni^slde  the  one 
now  containing  thej^warm,  but  at  right 
angles  to  It. 

The  entrance  of  the  old  hive  must  not 
face  in  the  same  direction  as  thai  of  the 
new  hive.  Two  or  three  days  later  swing 
the  old  hive  around    about  4.')    dt  gr  's 
so  that  lis    entrance  is    now  nearer  to 
that  of  the  new  hive.  Two  days  latef  re-r 
peat  (he  movement  .so  that  now  the  two 
hives  are  facing  in    the  same  direction. 
On  the  seventh  day   from  the  time  the 
swarm  emerged.  Iftove   the  old   hive  to 
another  stand  away  from  the  new  hive. 
This  move  throws   aU  the  newly-devel- 
oped field  bees  from  the  old  hlve'tO  tht 
new  one,  thus  incrcasmg  the  flrtd  fOW* — 
of  the  latter.  Now  examine  the  old  hive 
and  destroy  all  it.s  queen  cells  but  one, 
thus  preventing  afterswarms.  Handling 
a  natural   swarm  in   this  manner  does 
not  appreciably  Interfere  with  the  honey 
crop  aod  also  gives  an  increase  of  colonics. 
In  qjlte  of  the  above,  however,  preven- 
tion la  better  than  cure 


Plant  Specimens 
And  Collections 

PLANT  life  Is  In  Its  prime  early  in  July 
but  before  t^e  month  has  sped  away 

there  will  be  many  signs  that  Nature 
is  on  the  wane,  i  hu^e  thousands  of  plants 
vhich,  with  the  advent  of  Spring  had 
breathle.ssiy  rushed  into  bloom  have  now 
set  seed,  wiUi  the  resuiUnt  death  of  their 
flowers.  It  is  true  there  are  many  more 
to  come,  but  not  so  many  as  before,  and 
as  the  season  advances  they  necessarily 
become  less  wd  less;  so  those  collectors 
who,  for  many  rea.s(uis,  have  deferred  their 
collecting  sliould  now  think  really 
ously  of  making  a  sUrt. 

There  arc  many  college  and  aehpo. 
denus  who  are  required  to  provide  prellTd 
and  mounted  collections  of  plants  at  the 
beginning  „f  _the  ensuing  term,  and  whO 
can,  if  they  start  now.  find,  with 
trouble,  really  excellent  material.

.A-rvatlon  and  mounting  of  plant  speci- 
mens: How  can  t  collect  pianu  In  the 
best  possible  way:*  How  can  I  preserve 
them?

can  I  do  all  this  so  as  to  get  good  marks  for 

my  practical  work?

^  enough  to  reside  near  the  .sea.shore  and 
adjacent  cliffs  wUl  find  plants  peculiar  to 
these  hablUU.  Plants  which  grow  at  high 
altitudes,  such  as  botanists  describe  as 
alpine."  may   be  collected  on  uplands 
and  mountklns  by  tliose  who  have  chpsen 
a  mountaineering  vacation;  but  they  must 
not  forget  that  there  are  also  swamp- 
loving  plants,  many  and  varied,  thai  add 
much  to  the  value  of  collections.  Persons 
who  are  attracted  by  the  .seductive  .shade 
and. peace  of  the  woodland  will  find  spe- 
cies there  not  to  be  found  elSewhen.  Pish- 
ing holidays  which  have  become  moii.  lo- 
nous  when  the  ilsh  refuse  to  obey  the  dic- 
tates of  Isaac  Walton,  or  if"  lounging  in 
beach  pyjamas  or  too  much  bathing  doet 
become  a  bore,  there  remains  always  th" 
delightful  quest  of  water-loving  plants  in 
c.-eek,  river  or  lake.    Meadows  and  road-  - 
sides  will  provide  a  choice  selection  in  July, 
and  so  will  backyards  and  the  vitiniiy  of 
buildings.

It  u  to  un- 
derstand the  meaning  of  peace  and  com- 
fort: a  state  sought  in  treacherous  plgflfg 
by  many,  and  therefore  found  by  few.  • 

Robert  Service  had  evidently  realised 
this  ideal  when  he  compo.sed  his  short 
poem  "Comfort,"  in  which  he  suggesU 
that  in  spltf  of  the  fact  that  a  man  has 
lost  nearly  everything  his  wife,  business, 
health  and  hope-indeed,  all  Uiat  makes 
life  worth  Uvlng,  there  Is  stlU  something 
left  to  bring  crmifort.  and  that  Is  Nature. 
In  the  form  of  sunshine,  the  big  blue  sky, 
the*  smiling  earth,  singing  birds,  "flowers

There  Is  undoubtedly  supreme  comfort

A  Trumpet  Sound  From 
Ancient  Greece 

AVOkd  of  1300  yaara  ago  haa  baan 
heard  again,  the  sound  of  a  trumpet 
which  flrst  rang  out  in  the  famous  days  of 
Marathon  and  tharmopylaa. 

Tha  trumpat  wiaa  found  at  Trlkomo  In 
Cyprus,  and  was  sounded  by  a  bugler  of 
the  Cyprus  police  at  a  little  ceremony 
whan  It  waa  praaantad  to  tha  museum  at 
Nlco.sla.  One  of  thoaa  who  heard  if  was 
Sir  John  Forsdyke,  Dlractor  of  the  British 
Muaaum,  and  it  is  good  news  that  tha 
treasure-house  in  London  Is  to  have  an 
exact  copy  of  this  wonderfuily-prasarvad 
reUc.  . 

The  instrument  is  two  feet  long.  Waigha 

fourteen  ounces,  and  is  made,  not  of  brass, 
but  of  earthenware  or  clay.  Nor  does  it 
look  Ilka  our  modem  trumpets,  which,  ara 
longer  Instruments  of  brass  colled  round. 
The  CyprHs  trumpet  is  a  straight  tube  for 
most  of  Its  length,  widening  at  the  and 
li  to  a  small  "boll"  mDuth,  not  unlike  cer- 
tain wood  Instruments  of  today 

Pictures  of  trumpets  such  a^  thLs  have 
been  found  on  vasas,  though'  not  much  is 
known  about  their  use  But  there  Is  no 
doubt  that  the  Cyprus  trumpet  was  used, 
for  still  to  ba  aaen  on  It  are  the  marks  of 
its  playpr's  grip  In  the  days  of  ancient 
^  Greece.  It  Is  a  wonderful  thing  that  such 
a  fragile  treasure  ihouKI  have  been  safely 
preaarved  all  these  years,  and  truly  aston- 
.Ishing  that  it  can  still  give  Its  music  to  the 
world.

THERE  are  many  British  plovers,  and 
all  of  them  are  birds  as  useful  to  man 

as  they  are  Interesting.  Their  eggs  are 
much  esteemed  for  the  table  and  very  dear 
to  buy. 

The  commonest  plover  is  the  Lapwing  or 
Oreen  Plover,  usually  called  the  Peewit  in 
imitation  of  ita  call-note.  "Peewit"  is  often 
heard  In  the  country,  especially  In  marshy 
districts.  It  is  a  useful  bird  to  the  farmer, 
and  its  life  is  protected  nearly  everywhere. 

Tha  peewit  la  a  handsome  creature,  with 
Its  dark  green  back  and  crest.  Its  black 
throat,  and  its  white  head  and  underparts. 
Its  eggs  are  handsome  too,  varying  much 
In  color  from  grey  to  olive,  but  always 
blotched  with  very  dark  spots.  This  varie- 
gation  makes  the  eggs  difllcult  to  detect 
when  they  are  on  the  ground.  This  is 
fortunate  for  Lady  Peewit,  who  never  trou- 
bles to  make  a  nest,  she  Just  scrape^jout 
a  shallow  hole  or  uses  a  natural  one,  and 
leaves  protection  tn  Mother  Nature. 

The  peewit  feeds  exclusively  on  Insects 
and  other  smaU  eraaturaa  auch  as  water- 

ft.aiis  Wire  worms,  Slugs,  caterpillars  are 
all  devoured,  and  an  enormous  number  de- 
atroyed  byj  a  pair  of  the  birds  In  a  single 
season.  In  eating  water-snails  It  destroys 
the  elenientary  form  of  that  dread  dlsei 
the  live^-fluke.  which  attacks  sheep.

Artificial  Rain 

NEWS  of  an  artificial  rain  plant  comes 
from  one  of  the  Jewish  districts  of 
the  Ruasian  Empire.  It  wlU  be  eapabia 
of  supplying  artificial  rain  ovrr  an  area 
beloQgmg  tu  Ave  great  cullecuve  farms. 

A  danuHaa  built  on  the  .  Kamyanka 

UlYer  JMatlng  a  water  reservoir  of  great 
capacity  and  a  pumping  station  htted 
with  four  electric  power  units  of  300  kilo- 
watts each.  Water  will  be  carried  from 
the  reservoir  to  a  canal  cut  through  the 
entire  length  of  the  ilclds.  From  this 
canal  water  will  be  pumped  into  tubes 
and  thence  Into  some  twenty  sprayers 
worked  by  electric  motors.  The  sprayers 
can  be  easily  moved  from  field  to  field, 
and  each  of  them  can  water  over  seven 
acres  a  day.
